ry place moſte conueniente foꝛ hys purpoſe, So thither 
reſoꝛted to this aſſembly of the moſt noble linage of the 
Coꝛnelians, . Lentulus Sura, a manne lykelye to be 
tonlull, and was nephewe to that moſte noble and woz- 
thy Lentulus, which beinge armed, purſued Gracchus 
into the hyll Auentine. This Lentulus in feruente de⸗ 
ſyꝛe of roume and auctoꝛite was egall to Catume: but 
touchynge the greate diligence, wit, and polyce vſed in 
warre, he was nothynge comparable to hym. Ne the 


leſſe he was a man of goodlye perſonne, and righte elo⸗ 


quente in woꝛdes, and beinge induced by diuinacion, he 
beleued, that his name was pꝛedeſtinate to deſtroye the 
common weale. Foꝛ he ſayde, that by the bokes of Sy- 
bill, and anſweres of the ſoutheſapers, there chouldt be 


thꝛee ot that name Coꝛnelius.that ſhulde be ſonerapne 


gouernours:and that he him ſelte was the thyꝛde Coꝛ⸗ 
nelius, to whoine the empire and kingdome of the Ro⸗ 
mapnes ought of neceſſitie to come. Foz he ſayde, that 
Sinna and Sylla had bene befoze him. 
¶ M iſerable and wꝛetched ar thoſe men that put truſte 
in luche ſouthlaiers, to whome the punichement of Len 
tulus ought to be a good example, on how many rough 
rockes and perils they make men to runne 105 
Juſthis lentulus noughte remapned ok the noble 
bloude of his anceſtoures, ne nothing of thepz gloztous 
and famous dedes: but all thyngezcoutrary to theym, 
fo: in ſtede of theyze honeſtie,temperaunce, manlineſſe, 
and pzudence,he was indewed with fylthyneſſe, lechery

mannes bloude, but alſo it was ſtablyched and coniyꝛ⸗ 


med withe the taſtinge of the flelche of a certayne man.

by that iudgemente, but relerued to ſuTer a ſharper and 
moꝛe greuous punythinent, And at the very (ame tyme 


of eleccion, a rumoure was ſpꝛedde abꝛode amonge the 


commons, that certaine citzens were confederate ang 
agreed together, to oppꝛeſſe the common weale, and to 


murther and fize the Senatours. The ground and be⸗ 


gynner of this rumoure was Q. Curtus, felowe and 
partener of all theire counſaylynges, the whiche kepte 
paramoure one Fuluia, not onely a ryghte noble but al⸗ 
ſo a notable woman. This man beynge hollye geuen to 
bodelye pleaſure,ydlenes, and vanities, to the intent he 
myghte thzoughe hope of the conſpiracie allure her the 
better to loue and fauoure hym , he tolde to her all the 
tounſaples of the conſpiratoures. Nowe as the nature 
of women is. the whych can neyther kepe in ſecrete thin⸗ 
ges, no2 hyde pꝛiuities, and rather wyll a womanne 
q rnynge mouthe,than keepe coun⸗ 


that euer che herde of Curius, withoute namynge anxe 
of the tonſpiratoures. This thynge holpe and greatlyt 
furthered Cicero to bee conſull , Foꝛ all that deſyzed to 
ſaue and defend the common weale from that myſchief,

the Ambaſſadoures and Uulturcius woulde 
=p £take their tourneye, with a verye friendely cou- 
rage commaunded L.Flaccus,and C.P2omp- 
tinius the Pꝛetours, that in the euenynge they choulde 
beſet the bzydge Mluius wyth menne of armes on 
bothe lydes, and thys to accomplythe , hee lycenced that 
they choulde take with them certayne pyked yonge men 
of Rhetia,vohyche he had ofte vſed to haue aboute hym 
fqz the ſafegarde ot his lyfe. He dyſcloſed to them all 
the hole matter, and committed the wealthe of the cytye 
to their kidelitie.

But Uulturtius, when he had long defended hym ſelfe, 
waring feynt with bledyng, and ofte beſeching Pzomp- 
tinius 0 ſaue his life, he pelded him frit to them. Than 
the pꝛetoꝛs toke from the frenchemen. and frome Uul- 
turcius their letters, and ſendynge ſpedelye tydinges to 
the conſull,whan the daye began to bzeke, they bzought

DE Ceparius to come foxthwyth vnto hym, not 
doubtyng ſoꝛ the ſategarde of the common 
wweale, to ſulteyne the hatered and malice of 
lo many noble men. All the other ſulpectynge nothinge, 
tame without delaye,Cepartus hearyng ot the matter, 
lledde out ofthe citye: but within a while after he was 
taken in his iourney, and committed to the warde and 
kepynge of C. Terencius ; But Caſſius was departed 
dute ot the citye alytell befoze the ambaſſadotres, as 
though he wolde haue returned choꝛtely agayne. When 
| the frenche men hadde infozmed the conſull,that Cethe 
gꝗus houle was ful of armour and weapons, he ſent thy 
her P. Sulpicius the Pꝛetoꝛ, whiche bzoughte oute of 
Cethegus houſe a huge greate numbꝛe ok harnepſes. 
And whan the conſull hadde mquired hym whether he 
intended to leade an arme in to any pꝛouince, bycauſe 
he had gathered together ſoo muche multitude of har⸗ 
nes: Mo truely ſaide he, but J haue alwaye had a deſire 
to be well furnyched wyth good harneſſes , Than af- 
ter that the Senate was quickelpe aſſembled , he com 
manded the conſpiratours and their detectours to come 
foꝛth, beynge accompanied foz ſauegarde of hys bodye, 
wvyth a myghty fironge bande ol knyghtes and gentle⸗ 
men of Nome. And whan Uultyrtis was bꝛoughte in 
tao the Senate, he appointed. itil. Senatours: C;Coſca 
nius the pꝛetoꝛ. M. Meſlala, P. Higiduis, App. Clans 
aus, the which chuld wꝛpte all the detectours ſayinges

| rogge and anſwers: the which men he knewe 
to be not oneiye vertuous and faithefull ;but alſo of ex⸗ 
_ cellent memozy and knowledge, c that tould with great

ben | He demaunded of Uulturcias,what buſmelle hee 
had with the frenche menne, whither he was goynge, to 
whome, and whoo delniered to hym thoſe letters that 
were founde about hym. At the fyꝛſte Uulturtius be- 
ganne to feine and diſſembie many thinges concerninge 
his iourney and the lettres: but after that by rommmand⸗ 
meit of the Senate, the conſul{ had wartaunted hym, 
he ſapde , hee hadde commendations and letters of P. 


Lentulus;and that a fewe daies paſt he was allured to | 


the felowſhip of this Coſpiracy by Gabinius and Capa 
rius and thus he harde ſaye, that P. Antronius. Ser- 
uin. Splla. C. Coꝛnelius. L. Uergunteius, and ma⸗ 
ny other were ot the ſame conſpiracp:and that they had 
conſented and agred to burne the cyty, to murder the ci⸗ 
telens, to waſt and deſtroy Italy, and clerelp ext inct the 
common weale. When the trench men were bzought in, 
they ſayd, they had an othe and letters deliuered them 
to bear? to their nation: and that they herde L. Cal⸗ 
ſuis ſay, that all they, mhich Uulturtius had befoze na 
med were bent with them. And in maner they told þ ſelf 
ſame that Multurtius had ſhewed of burnynge ſleing. 
and murdering of the citeſins. And they chewed what a 
great ſtrife was betwene Cethegus a the other, bicauſe 
Lentulus and the other wold do this feate at the feaſt 
of Saturne, and Cethegus layd, this warre r d 
r ſpede, Furthermoꝛe they declared all that

Fyꝛſte he ſhewed them to Cethegus:he know led⸗ 
ged his hande and his ſeale, the letters were read open⸗ 
ly. the ſentence oz effect of which was this: They inten⸗ 
ded ſurely to accomplyſhe thoſe thinges that they hadde 
confirmed to theire ambaſſadoures , deſiringe that they 
wolde perfoꝛme thoſe thynges that their ambaTadours 
vndertooke. Statilius letters were read, the effecte of | 
which was lyke the other. After that the conſul ewe 
tie letters to Lentulus, ſaying: Knoweſt not thou thys 
ſeale Lentulus: He graunted to be hys. This is clapde 
the conſull) the image of that moo ſte noble manne, thy 
graund father, which only loued his countrey and city⸗ 
zens, the whych domme Image ought to haue reuoked 
thy mynde from ſo hoꝛzible a deede. And he mquired of 
hym whether he had not talked wyth the frenchemen ol 
Sibyls pꝛophecie : And ſodernly he confecled it, whiche 
no manne thought he wolde haue done. Than he had li 
cence to ſpeke in his defence what he wolde. But Len⸗ 
tulus, althoughe he were a good oꝛatour, pet conuicted 
of his owne conſciente, he was clene diltouraged, oute 
of countmaunce, changed coloure, and had not a woꝛde 
to ſpeake , To be bꝛiee. They confeſſed truthe , And 
not withſtandynge that Gabinius at the fyzftebeganne 
ſtyffely ts denye , pet at the laſte he diſpꝛoued nothynge, 
But belyde their letters, ſeales their owne handes, and 
enery mannes confeſſion , the feaxediſturbance in them 
lelte, luſpenſed and wauerynge countenance , and ofte 
chaunging ot colour condempned them.

Foz Cicero, a ma 
alwaye deſiringe inoꝛdinately greate glozy ,ſeinge he 
maketh mention ok the Dupplication in ſo many pla⸗ 
tes of hes bokes, wolde not haue omitted to ſpeke of the 
triumphe. And we haue not redde, that in cuule warre a 
triumphe was euer decreed, noz ſo muche as ones deliß 
red. Foꝛ L. Sylla beinge conſull, made cuule warre, 
oppreſſed ,Sulpitius,dzoue C. Marius out of the ci- 
tie, and manꝛ other eiteſins part he banyſhed, and parte 
he llewe. With Octauius, Cinna his felow conſul vari⸗ 
ed: Foztune was fauoꝛable to eche oftheym , fyꝛſte to 
Octauian, aud then to Cinna and Marius che gaue 
victoꝛy. Agapue the lame Sylla afterwarde reuenged 
the victozy of Cinna: and yet of neyther of theſe is an 
mention made of triumphe.But Q.Catulus,that mo 
| noble and wyle man,whan he had vanquiſhed M. Le- 
pidus his felowe in offyce, with all his moſt troublous 


bandes and companies, dyd not triumphantly, no nog 


with anx ioyful chere entre the citye. Foz the ctuile vic⸗ 
tozies, although they were right noble, and to the weale 
publyke moſte pꝛofitable, vet were they alwey eſtemed 
lamentable, foꝛ as muche as ſome parte of the tytye be⸗ 
wayled them.

Dtatilius,in C. Ceſar Þ pꝛetoꝛ, C. Cethegus to Q. Coꝛ 
aifictus , and Gabinius to M. Craſſus. But the com-

C The nexte daye , the Senate gaue to the frenche am- 
balſadeurs, and to Titus Uulturcius, appzouing ther 
detection, right great and ample rewardes.. - . 
¶ Cicero waiteth,that at the lame ſeaſon ther were ma- 
np. the which no man acculing oꝛ repꝛouing them, were 
foꝛced with pꝛickyng of their conſciente to diſcloſe them 
lelues to de ofthe conſpiracy.

Nowe there is noo manne that doubteth, what 
his mynde and iudgemente is conterninge all this bu- 
ſpnes,whiche committed the offendours to warde, that 
ſo greatly thanked the Queſtoꝛ, and decreed the detec⸗ 
toꝛ to be ſo highly rewarded, But C. Ceſar vaderſtan- 
deth the lawe Sempꝛonia to be conſtituted and made 
foꝛ the citeſens of Rome: but he that is an enempe to 

- the common welthe , can in noo wyſe be a titiſyn, and 
farther the ſelfe maker of the lawe Sempzonte , was 
by commaundement ot the people greuouſly punyched. 
He alſo demeth Lentulus to be lyberall and not pꝛody⸗ 


gall:and that he, that ſoſharply , ſo cruelly imagened, 


by that meanes he myght deſtroye this conven weale, 
and confounde this citie, maye be called a fauourer of 
the people, And lo this moſte mylde and courteys man 
doubteth not to commande, that Lentulus chulde lyue 
- perpetually fettred in darke pꝛilon. Alſo he hathe eſta⸗ 
blyched⸗ that no man hereafter booſte hym ſelfe, that he 
mytigated his peyne, t that no man, offending ageinſte 
the comon weale, be rekned a fauourer ofthe people.

The capitayn Catilyne with 
his army is in our neckes . Pe make delaye, yea in ſoo 
weyghty a buſpnes;, and ſtand in doubt, what ye chuld 
do with our enmies taken within the walles. J thynke 
good, ye take pitie on them, they beinge pongemenne 
though ambition haue done amiſle , gyue them leane, 
pea beinge armed, to departe away. Jfeare, leſte this 
mildenes and mercy, if they begyn to arme them, wyll 
turne vs to great miſery. It is eth to know, how ſharp 
and greuous a conſpiracy is, but ye keare it not, yes y- 
wos do pou, and that very ſooze , but thꝛoughe negiy⸗ 
gence a faynt courage ve dꝛyue foꝛth the tyme , one lo⸗ 
kyng what an other wyl do, as it were truſtynge to the 
goodis immoꝛztal, which ful oft haue ſaued this weale 
publike, in moſt greateſt peryls.

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had incloſed him betwene them. Alſo he feared, leſte by 
longe delayeng,his army wolde ſlyppe from him. Foz 
many fledde frome him, whan tydinges came, that the 
;natter wente yll on theyꝛ ſpde at Rome: and many has 
ſtinge to come tohim,retourned backe home ageyne. 
And alſo bycauſe the numbze of his enemies daylpe 
encreaſed , Alſo the nede of coꝛne ſooze greued hym, 
fox the ways beinge ſtopt, with great peine any vitailes 
coulde be bꝛought to him. Than Catilyne, all thele thin 
ges conſidered x ſeinge he had no hoope (eyther to ſcape 
by flight, oꝛ that anye ſuccours chulde come to him) but 
onely in battayle,determined to aſſaye foztune ,and to 
p2oue the vttermoſte ayde, Wherefoze aſſemblynge his 
counſaile tegyther, and callinge to the ſame counſayle 
ſouldtours of all ſoztes and degrees, he made to them 
an ozation,the which though it be found in Salult, yef 
bicauſe it can not be ſo pꝛoperly Saluſtis as Catilins, 
haue therfoze vndervonten here the copie therof.Fo2 
uſtinus waiteth,that Pompeius Trogus the greate 
waiter of hyſtozies , repzoueth Liuius and Saluſte, by 
cauſe that they in many places of theyz bookes,putte o⸗ 
ther mens ozations foꝛ thepz owne. And ſo vndoutedly 
the ozation that Saluſt hathe plated in the conſpiracye 
of Catiline, vnder the perſonof Ceſar # Cato beinge at 
altercation togyther touchinge the peyne e puniſhment 
of the conſpiratozs (whiche we haue ſowed to this dure 
wozke)were euery wozd Ceſars & Catos, Plutarchus 
ſayth it: whiche wꝛyteth in the lyfe of Cato, that M. Ci⸗ 
cero appoynted certayne waiters in the Senate, why=

But At tha rr 
ſame tyme, he dydde bothe. Wolde to god Catilyn had 
gadde as good a mynde to gouerne the comon weale , | 
as he hada body tamake ware. and wolde to he [ 
had not conſumed his excellent wytte in myſchiete Al. 
luredly fewe citeſynes wolde haue gouerned the com⸗ 
mon weale better than he. But whan the immoderate 
lutte to rule and haue the ſouerayntie, had ſwalowed 
Wie theſe oꝛnamentes wWhiche in hym were ex⸗ 
cedynge great, with this myſchief were obſcured ; And 
whyle he coueted to be lyke L,Sylla ,and C,Mariug, - 
he was founde to be moſte vnlyke to his aunteſtours. 
Foz Catilyne (Jwyll omytte his father and grandfa- 
ther) was the * ſon ot that .

tale. Than Catilynes ſouldyours by his knyghtely 
dedes beinge put in good hop? , and frechely encoura- 
ged, fought lo egerly, that Antonius ſouldiours a ly⸗ 
tellreculyd . Whan Petreius percepued that, he ſente 
the ſeconde battayle to ayde theym that were in peryll: 
ſoo whan they that were freſche and luſtye were in the 
places of them that were werye and wounded, Catily⸗ 
nes men:coulde not ſuſteyne their vyolence. Chan the 
Feſulane in goinge aboute to ſuccour his ſouldyours 
is llayne . Manlius oppꝛeſſed with greate multitude 
ofennemies , mooſte mantullye fyghtynge is flayne , 
with the moſte parte of the ſouldiours, | 
¶ Wyan Catilyne ſawe the mattier at ſuch a miſchief 
and that there was no ſuctours that myght be ſente to 
helpe them, remembꝛyng the lynage that he came of, 
and myndynge alſo that an honeſt deathe oftentymes 
dothe exoꝛnate aſhametull lyfe , deſpeyꝛyng to eſcape, 
tte hym a monge the thyckeſt of his ennemies , there

As touchyng Ad⸗ 
herbal Jugurth alleged foꝛ hymſelfe that this Adher⸗ 
ball by gyle and treaſon lay in wayt to flee hym:whiche 
thyng perceyued:he made reſyſtence agaynſt the ſame 
to the beſt of his power, as any man was bounde to do 
foz ſauegard of his ovone lyfe. And ifthe Romapns 
wolde pꝛohybit and deny that vnto hym, which Juſtice 
permytted to euery man( that is, with violence to reſyſt 
and repell violence) than chulde they neyther do wel noz 
ryghtwyſely in that behalfe. Than Jugurth had an- 
ſwered the embaſſadours after this maner:than ſaid he 
fo2 concluſion that ſhoꝛtly aiter he wold ſend'embaſſa- 
dours to certify the Senatours of-all other thynges 
cõternyng this buſynes: and on this poynt Jugurth a 
the embaſſadours departed in ſonder.

This dyd Jugurth foz manye conſideracions: firſte ta 
thintent that the inhabitantes chuld not bꝛeke foꝛthe of 
of the towne ſodenly at any ſyde vpon any parte of hys 
ſouldtours which beſieged them. Secondly to thintent 
that on no part any vitailes (uid be bzoughtin to the, 
Thirdlye that the men of war within the towne chulde 
not th2uſte tozthe withoute the towne the multitude of 
pooze commons in tyme of famine and ſcarlitie of vy- 
tayles. And fourthlye, that no ſuccours choulde enter in 
to them to reſcue the towne, noꝛ to ſupplye theyꝛ gary- 
ſon. Whan thys trenche was made and kynyched, Ju⸗ 
gurth mozeouer made ſtronge bulwarkes and towzes 
of tymbet withoute the towne, and ſtrengthed the ſame 
wyth a garriſon of wyghte and bolde menne of armes. 
Belpde all theſe oꝛdinaunces he lefte nothyng vnaſſay- 
ed neyther ſpared he to attempt any thyng by ſtrength, 
oꝛ by treaſon and gyle. Somtyme he pꝛoued the watch 
men and defenders of the walles wyth gyftes exciting 
them to betraye the towne. Whan his rewardes auay⸗ 
led naughte, than he thꝛeatened theim wyth fyerce and 
ſharpe wooꝛdes, hee inhaunced by echoztacions the 
myndes and courages of hys owne menne to manly- 
neſſe and audacitye . And ſoo he applyed his buſineſſe 
that nothy nge he omitted wonte oz poſſible to be doone 
in luche a caſe,noz no engynne of warre lefte he vnpꝛo⸗ 
uided, whyche in thoſe dayes was contryued oz founde: 
but rather belyde all olde inuencions he imagyned and 
dꝛuyſed newe enginnes and oꝛdinaunces of warre not 
ſene befoze that tyme, and al fo2 deſtruccis of the tovwne 
of Cirtha, and of Adherball whome he beſieged wyth-

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in the ſame, But what tyme Adherball conſydzed hys 
foꝛtune come to extrempte on all partes, he caſt manye 

thinges in mynde. On the one lyde he perceiued his en- 
nemp Jugurth violente agaynſte him, and no truſt of 
comfozt oz ſocours, On the other ſyde he conſydꝛed wel 
that foꝛ penury and wante of ſoudtours and other thin 
ges neceſſary he was not able nother to fyght with hys 
ennemie, noꝛ to dꝛy ue foꝛth oz pꝛolong the bataple: and 
fo2 faute of vytaile he myght not long defend p towne.

Theſe meſſã⸗ 
gers were truſty and faythfull, wythin few daies with 
out any diſturbante:they fulkylled the commaundemet 
ok theyz ſoueraigne, and delyuered the letters of Idher 
ball vnto the Senatours, whiche letters anone were 
redde in the counſelhous befoꝛe the ſenatours of Rome 
ot which letters p lentẽce hereafter inſueth # was ſuch,

after aryued in Affrike,ata citie named Utita in a pꝛo⸗ 


uince ſubiett to Þ Romains:Iſoneas they wer ariued 
they ſende letters vnto Jugurth chargyng hym in all 
haſt to come to the ſayd pz2uince to knowe the pleaſure 
of the Senatours of Rome which had lende them ther 
fot the nones with certen commaundemẽtes dyzect vn⸗ 
to hym.

and that he was not of power to haue his pleaſure of

the embaſſadeurs, he was right penſpuein mynd. And 
leſt his pꝛolongyng might angre Scaurusy cheke ot 


the embaſſadours whom he greatli dꝛad:at laſt he cam 


into the pꝛouince with almal copany of hoꝛſmen.

and therfoze whan he ſawe this vnreſonable fauour 


and parcialite among the Senatours he infozmed the 


commen people that » Senatours wer about to pardon 


the cruelte of Jugurth,by couetyſe and cozrupcton ofa 
ewe debateful loꝛdes. The commenty vnderſtandyng 
this, was ſoze moued againſt th? Senatours and coun 
ell. And the Senatours againe ſoze feared the comens 
bytaule of the offences bothe of Jugurth and of them 
in fauouring hym were openly knowen: therfoze they 
dꝛadde leſt all the cõmens topned togyder myght make 
inlurrection agaynſt thẽ:herfoꝛe they thought it ne⸗ 
cellaty to paciły and alay the tommens. Nowe it was 


fo that long befoze this tyme a noble man of Rome na⸗ 


med Sempꝛonius whyle he was in authozite made a 
ſtatute and lawe that ik it foꝛtuned at any tyme:that the 
Romapns ſtode in doute and feare leſte any warre oz

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bataple myght come vpon them ſodenly, newe cöſuls 
than chulde be choſen and aſſigned foꝛ the nerte pere to 
tome, and ſend into ſuche pzouynces where the batayle 
oꝛ warre was feared. Theſe conſuls were thug choſen 
befoze the pere of the oide conſuls was fully expyzed 
to thintent that in jneane tyme they myght haue moze 
tyme and leyſcr to make conuenient pꝛoulſion foz the 
warre : And this act ſo decreed was called the lawe of 
Sempꝛonius. bicauſe he firſt macted the ſame.By this 
lawe of Sempzomus : the two pꝛouinces of Numidy 


and Italy were decreed to the two.coſuls foꝛ the pere

o Nalica) (and Calphurnius Beſtia) were pꝛoclamed 
- Coluls foz the next yerecommyng , The lande of Au⸗ 
 midy came by lot to Calphurmus that he chulde do his 


dilgence to recouer the ſame and the countrey of Italy 
kell to Scipio to defende the ſame. Akter this an armv 
was aſſembled to be ſende into Affirke, and ſo fozth to 


Humidy: wages. and vitayles foz the ſoudyours with o 


ther thynges nedefull to war, were decreed of the Se⸗ 
natours, and:pꝛouyded of the cõſull Calphurnius. But 
whan Jugurth herd tidyng from his frendes at Rome 
of this oꝛdynaunte, and perceyued that the mater went 
foʒward, other wyſe tha he truſted it chulde haue done. 
Foꝛ his mynd was fired that al thing tight and wrong

Whan 
the ſe embaſſadours of Jugurth wer come nere Rome: 
the conſall Calphurnius demaunded aduiſe and coun⸗ 
ſell of the Senatours whyther it pleaſcd them that the 
ſayd embaſſadours ſhuld be recepued within the wales 
ol Rome oꝛ not. But the Senatours decreed: p except 


they came to pelde bothe Jugurth and kyngdome of 


ANumidy vnto the Remains: vpou a great payne they 
chulde departout of the countrey of Italy within x. 
dapes next after. Calphurnius commaunded this oz 
dinance and decree of the Senatours to be bone and 
declared to the Numidyas'by one named Decius. And 
lo thembaſſadours departed home agayne without any 
thynge done, wherefoꝛe they came. In the meane time 
Calphurnius pꝛepared his armye:#choſe to hum noble 
men, debateful, and hauyng mani clyentes and ſeruates . 
retayned with them. This dyd he, ta thintẽt that it he 
dyd any thyng amylle in his viage the myght truſt to be 
ſuppoꝛted by theyꝛ anthozite Among whome was na- 
med Scaurus:ot whoſe codicions c behauour J haue 
ſpoken befoze. But in this conſull Calphurnius,weere 
mani good pꝛopertis and vertuous condicions bothe of 
mynde and body: but the curſed vice ot couetyſe which 
was in hym: blynded and ouer came all thoſe vertues: 
lo 5 he put the not in erecucion he might wel indure la 
bour, his wit was quick ⁊ pꝛegnãt, he was puident and 


ware inough. In batau he was ſo expert i in greteſt pe 
Err 
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But to our purpoſe ,this Calphurniꝰ wha he had elect 
and allembled ſuch tompani as him thought competent 
foz an army, he deuyded all his hooſt into legyons, con 
tapnyng in euerp legion. vi. M. bi. C. lx.⁊ ſix men. nd 


ſo lende foꝛth his men by legios by Þ countrey of Italy 
to a towne called Regium,which towne is in the mar⸗ 
ches betwene Italy and Cycil:fro this towne of Regiũ 
they wer conuayed into Cycile, and lo into Aſkrike, and 
there they muſtred and wer ſet in aray. and ſo pꝛoceded 
by lande tyll they attayned vnto Mumidie. Anone Cal- 
phurnius pꝛepared vitailes and all maner ozdinaunces 
requiſite, aud pꝛoceded foꝛwarde, aſſaylyng fierſelye 
the land of Rump, as a hardy captayne, pꝛetendyng 
great valyantiſe at the firſt bzunt , Many men toke he 
puſoners,x a fewe townes he ſubdued vuto him ſuche 
as reſyſted his power he bꝛent them, to the grounde to 
increaſe fere to theyz neighbours. Jugurth aduertyng 
this harpnes of Calphurnius ſend embaſſadours to 
Hym with great plenty of gold to attẽpt his mynde,and 
chewed vato hym p hardnes and difficulte of the warre 
which he had begon. Whã Calphurnius felt the wyght 
# valour of the glyſtryng gold, his cozrupt vnſtable 
mynde by contagion of couetyſe, anone was peruerted 
to recepue the money, and induced to fauour and aſſiſt 
the part ot Jugurth. But Scauruscofwhome J haue 
ſpoken befoꝛe) was recepued vnto the foz partiner and 
felowe af al theyz counſels. & bulyneſſes. And howbeit 
at begynnyng this ſame Scaurus ſtrongly reſiſted the 


party of Jugurth;what tyme many other of his ſect 
were cozrupt and accloyed with bꝛibes long befoze this 
neuertheles now at laſt his mynde was abſtract lyke 

other mo from the defence of goodnes and ann, 
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his olde vice of inſaciable x execrable couetyſe by mean 
ot haboundaunte ot golde and greate rewardes of Ju⸗ 


gurth. But at firſte begynnyng,this Jugurth redemed 


of Calphurnius, but onely delayinge and deferrynge of 
of the warre:truſtynge that in the meane tyme hethuld 
binge aboute ſomwhat of his purpoſe at Rome, other 
by pꝛyte, pꝛaper, oꝛ fauour. But now after he had wone 
Scaurus to be partener of hys buſpneſſe, and fauozer 
of hys cauſe alſo wyth Calphurnius: he was bzoughte 
in to a verye greate truſte fullye torecouer his peace at 
Koome : and concluded whyle both Calphurmus and 
Dcaurus weere pꝛelente together, to take aduilemente 
and treate pzeſently with them of all apoyntmente and 
thinges neceſſary to be done foꝛ perfoꝛming of his pur⸗ 
pdſe. Howe be it he truſted not Calphurmus ſo muche 


that he wold come to his army, except ſome hoſtages of 


the Romaines were lefte within ſome ſtronge towne of 
his, and in warde of his people wherby he myght truſte 
without damage ſafely ts be remitted againe to his ar⸗ 
mie. Calphurnius to auoide this dout of Jugurth, and 
to put hym in moze aſſurance, ſend the treaſourer of the 
— Romainearmie named Sertius, vnto one of the chiete 
townes belongyng to Jugurth called Uacca,fayninge 


among the army that he ſente the treaſourer thither oz 


pꝛouiſion of wheat and other vytaples neceſſary to hys 
hooſte. And the ſame commaundemente to pꝛoupd vy- 
tayles the captaine Calphurntus gaue to his treſourer 
openly in tommen audience:to the intent that no manne 
chulde ſuſpecte his falſe purpoſe:ſaying to his treſourer 
that he neded not to be in doute of Jugurth,foz aſmuch 
 astruce was taken betwene both parties tyll a certeine 
dape pꝛefyxed. The treſourer Dextiug went to the ſayd 
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cytye 
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ls The bataple Ds 
tyte of Uacca at commaundement of Calphurnius his 
captayne , Wherfoze anone after Jugurthdyke as he 
apsinted befoze)came to the army of Calphurmus, and 
there in p2eſence of the rulers and counteli of the Ros 
mains, ſpake lytell of his purgacion, concernyng the 
diſpleaſure,enuy , and hatredde,which the ſenate and 
commens of Rome had tak# againſt him toz his dedes 
ſayeng that he had nought done but pꝛouoked of his 
ennemies , and foꝛ his owne defence: with violence ta 
reſyſt violence. Howe beit he ſayd that he was cotented 
to pelde and ſubmit hym ſelfe vnto the Romapns cle- 
mencte and mercy , Somuch ſpoke he openly befoze al 
the chete counſel of the army. But al the remenaunt he 
concluded # dyd ſecretly with Calphurnius # Scauru 
at moze leaſure,and thus ended Þ comuntcation ofthis 


day. On the next day after inſuynge the captayneand 


the counſel of the army, and alſo Jugurth aſſembled to 
gyder agayn to common of the ſame mater concernyng 
peace to be graũted to Jugurth. Now it was ſo that at 
Roine was decreed an oꝛdinaunce long betoꝛe this time 
named among the Nomayns the Datyze lawe, which 
lawe commaunded that the captayne of euerye armpe 
chulde aſke aduyſe of all wyſe counſell of his hoot wha 
he went about any wheyghty mater concernynge the 
romen wele.Wherto:eCalphurnius thaught ſo to oꝛder

Jugurth was bꝛought fozth befoze them al. Memmiꝰ 
than began to ſpeke to him demurely reherſing # openli 
recounting howto he had cozrupt the eftates of Rome 
with his treaſur cruelli againſt right had done mani 
abhominable os = Rome,+alſoin Numidt againſt 
the king Micipla and his ſonnes,as flaine Adherball 


and Þiempſall — dyſteiued the king Micipſa:and 


waſted the kingdome of Aumidi. Ind howe beit ( ſayd 
Memmius ) that i Romaynes knewe well his ſup 


poꝛters pet they Wolde moſte of all that Jugurth chuld 
openly diſcouer and accuſe them himſelte. Wherfoze he 
deſired him truely to cofeſe the names of thẽ by whole 
ſuppoꝛtation he was lo bolde to comyt ſo many inmo 
derate and cruel dedes. Dayng that it he wolde ſo do ck 
confeſſe # diſcloſe the trouth than might he haue great 
truſt and tontydence in the fauour clemency,and mercy

.ntus, This Albinus came to Waſſma and counſayled

Jugurth,aſmocheas he coulde, wyth enuy, feare, and 


diſpleaſure foꝛ his offences and cruelte:And by peticion 


to delyꝛe of the Senatours the adminiſtracion of the 
kyngdome of Rumidy.,Flbinus gaue ts hym this coũ⸗ 
ſel,foz as much as he hymſelfe was deſirous of batatle 
wherkozehe wold much rather that euery thynge were 
moued vyth trouble, than pacified oꝛ at reſt, Thi was 
a cuſtome at Rome, that the conſull chulde haue a par⸗ 
tynge felowe , and bytwene them the pꝛouinces belon⸗ 

to Rome ſhulde be deuided. Thus in departyng 
of the pꝛouinces, the countre of Numidy fel to Albinus 
and the-countrey of Macidony to his felow Minutus. 


Shoꝛtly after Maſſiua begã to mone the mater to the

truſt in hys mater not to hys krendes as he had befoze: 
Foz ſome of them wyth dzewe theyꝛ ſelfe foz knowlege

varre and ſomtyme with peace, hz abuſed and: mocked 
the conſull , wherfoze ſome were which ſulpectedthat 
Albinus was not ignozant of the counſel of Jugurth, 
but conſentyng to him bi fauoure: And foꝛ almuche as 
at the begynninge he was ſs fiers, haſty, and diliget 
was ſuſpected that he dꝛoue foꝛth ths tyme nowe rather 
by craft than cowardiſe.

The dzede whiche they had of their enemis made them 
ware and kepte them in good maners cauſyng them to 
gouerne their citye with good and vertues inftitutes, 
without variance, without robbety, without oppzeſſton, 
without ſlaughter noz other lyke cruell tyzannies, But 
whan Carthage was ouercome anone was expulſed

Jboute the my ddes and 
any of it was an other hil ſmaller of quantite: but 
olan vnmeſurable height couered and all ouergrowne 
with wyld olyue trees, with myz trees, and other ſoztes 
of trees wont to grow naturally on dꝛy # ſandy groũd. 
Tye playne bytw2ne the hils and the water was deſert 
and vnhabitable toz lacke of water: ſaue ſuch plates of 
the playne as were nere to the flodds of Muthul which 
parte was growen with ſmal trees, and occupyed with 
men and beaſtes. Jugutth came to the ſaide ſmall hytf 
whych deſcended from the pendante of the greater hyll. 
pucrthwoarte the valey. And there toke place wyth hys 
arinye not together, but diſperſed abzode amonge the 
trees by companies and bendes: he made his frind Bo 
nulchar capitaine and gouernoure ot his olyphantes, 
and of part of his army of fotemen, and infoꝛmed hym 
partitely howe he ſhuld behaue hym ſelfe, and gouerne 


them whome he hadde committed to hym bothe befoꝛe 
the batgyle, and alſo in the batayle whan it came to the 


poynte. But he hym ſelle dꝛewe nerer to the greate hyll

Wherfoze he deſyꝛed # exhoꝛted them whan tyme chuld 
come that than they wolde be redy to aſſayle the Ro- 
mayns manly at ſounde of the trumpettes ,fo2 that one 
ſame day ſayd he chuld other eſtabliche al thep; — — 
victozies, and beſyneſſes:02els it ſhulde be the herd un 
beginning of their moſt great miſchief, and — 
. through out all his army he put them in re⸗ 
mebꝛantce man by man of the benelytes which he had 


Done to them betfoze foꝛ their manly dedes of chyualry: 


ag ſuche as foz their woꝛthynes he had rewarded with 
digits money offices, oꝝ other woꝛchyp:a ſhewed ſuche 
vnd other comen ſoudyaurs ſapenge that if they wolde 


ſo demeane themlelte manly: ſo chuld they be pꝛomoted 


and auanced to woꝛſhyp t᷑ ryehes. And thus he confoz- 


ted the all euery man after his maners and tonditions,

than bataile, but in beholding moze intentifely toward 
the top of the ſmall hyl afoze hym, he eſpyed — 
yonge trees both hozles and men which were not fully 
hyd,becauſe ofthe lowenes of the trees: pet was he in⸗ 
terteine what u might be.

But 
he chaunged the oꝛder of his ſouldiours, ᷑ on the right 
winge which was next to the Rumidiens his enemies, 
he oꝛdeynedas it were a foꝛward enfozced with athze- 
fold ſubſidie o2 ſocour, that is to ſaye with thze bendes 
of pꝛoued ſouldiours to reſcue & help them whannede 
 Hulde be. The archers, ſuch as with llynges chuld caſt 
ſt their enemies plũmets of lead and yꝛon, and al 
other which were of lyght harnes: all thele he deuided 
amomge the ſtanderdes of other ſouldiours as the caſe 
reſquirẽd:where as after the right ozdinaunce of batatl, 
uch ſouldioursby them ſelfe deuided ſhulde begin the 
batayle:but in this bataile the ſituacion of the plact not 
lo required. All the hole cõpany of his hozlemen he oꝛ⸗ 
dezed in the extremities and coꝛners of the foꝛe front of 
the batayle.

nede: thinking that his ennemies wyllyng to continue 
longe in that place by often aſſautes and ſcyzmiſhes 
Huld difturbe the Romayns whyle they reſozted to the 
water. And fo2 aſmuche as.the Numidtens truſted not 
much in their ſtrength and armoure . He thought that:

Therfoze nowe agapne he 
deuyded them abꝛode muche larger than they were be- 
foze ;and ſo pꝛoteded lowarde the tentes of Kutiliug to 
thintentto lette hym and his company on euery ſpde , if

But whan Metellus and Ratilius(as J haue 
ſaid befoze) wer met together # reherled their actes one 
to other Metellus haſted him with all his army to the

Metellus this knowing aduiſed himlelfe of many thin 
ges. Namely he conſidzed that they were not indifferft 
and egall on both part 
that he had the vpper hand ouer Jugurth,and had put 
him to flight, yet loſt he mo men, and had moze damage 
in ouercomyng hym , then Jugurth had which was o- 
uercome. Fox this coſtderacion Metellus purpoled no 
moze to contend with him in plaine fildes noz in ozdzed 
bataile, but by an other maner to execute war with him 


from thence fozthe, This determined: Metellus with - 


his hole hoſt and o2dinaunce went fozth into the moſte 
ryche and plentefull places ot all Rumidpe, and there 
waſted anddeſtroted the fieldes and contrey on enerye 
ſide, He toke without any reſiſtence caſtles and tovwnes 


not ſtrongly defended with walles, dyches, noz garny- 
ſon , And bꝛente and beate them downe to thegrounde, 
All luche as came in his waye and were able tobeare 
harneſſe, full gro ven to age and apte to batayle he lle 
and rydde out of hand. Thinkyug that the mo he ſlew, 
the fewer aduerſaries and ennemies ſhulde he haue to 
contende againſte hym. He commaunded his ſouldiozs 
to ſpare no robbery noꝛ pꝛapꝰs, but gaue all thynge ha⸗ 
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uocke amonge his ſouldiours.

C Foz feare of this crueltie many ofthe Auntidyens 
yelded themſelfe to the Romains: and gaue vnto them 
hoſtages, vytaile, ſoldyours, and all other thinges ne⸗ 
teſſary abundauntly , In ſome townes whiche were 
taken: Metellus ſette defence and garniſon where nede 
requpzed and foztified them ſuictently, This beſineſſe 
troubled the mind of Jugurth muche moze than the 
bataile that was foughten betoze ts his great damage 
and diſconfozt ot his men. Fo2 he loſt moꝛe people by 
this way than by any other meane betoꝛe. Thus Ju- 
pro whiche befoze put all his hope and truſt in his 


 fiyght:; was nowe of neceſſite compelled to folowe and 


rſue his ennemies: and he whiche could not defende 
is gone places whiche ſtyll remianed in his poſſeſſton 
was conſtrained nowe to warre in thoſe cooftes, which 
Metellus had wonne of him to:recouer them if foꝛtune 


wolde ſuffre him. Neuertheles of ſache pooze yft and 


counſel as he had he tote the beſt which could be taken 
by his aduyſe tn ſuch extreme necefſite. He commatided 
his army foꝛ the moſt part to remayne ſtyll in the ſame 
N they were. And he himlelfe with a copany 
of hoꝛſemen whiche wer bolde and choſen men enſued 
Metellus pꝛiuely, making his tournets by night tyme 
by biwaies # ſecrete valeys.

be to his honoure and confuſton of Jugurth. But 
neuertheles he was well ware from puttyng himſelfe 
in danger of his ennemies : and was ware erchupnge 
opoꝛtunite of their gile in euery place where he went. 
He remẽbꝛed well and conſydzed that often after laude 
and glozie foloweth enuy and euyl wyll. And therfoze 
howe muche moze noble that he was reputed :the moze 
beſy and dilygent he was to meyntayne his fame and 
honour , and in dꝛede to loſe this woꝛthy fame whiche 
he optayned.Noz after the foꝛeſayd gyle of Jugurth he 
ſuffred not his hooſt to deuide noꝛ to departe themſeife 
diſperſed one from an other:noz to make excourſes to fo 
rage oꝛ ſpoyle in diuers places far dyſtant in ſonder. 
But vohan they had neede eyther of mannes meate 02 
hoꝛſemeate: all the hozſemen with great companyes of 
the fotemen,went fozth and kept them nere about ſuche 
as were ſende fozthe to make pꝛouiſion to defende and 
ſocour them: it nede chulde requyze , Metellus himſelfe 
deuyded his hooſt in two partes : the one part he kept 
with himſelte : and the other he commptted to a noble 
warrtour of his hooſt named Marius, bytwene them 
both they diſtroied and waſted the contrey on euery ſide 
but rather with fire than with robbꝛy oz pꝛayes. Metel 
lus and Marius ſet their tentes in places not farar di- 
tant in ſondꝛe. But whan any perilous oz nedy beſines 
was to be done with Jugurthoz his company whiche 
required great might: than anone Metellus and Mari 
us were redy together: but they kept themſelfe thus in 
ſonder in diuerſe plates to trouble the Rumidiens, and 
increaſe their feare moze largely in eueery cooſt:and to 
make them fle and auoyde fer abzodein copas foz fear.

¶ At chis ſeaſon Jugurth enſued by the hylles and de⸗ 
ſert plates ſekyng and eſpyeng a conuenient ſeaſon o 
place to make ſome ſuumiche with the Romains (that 
is to ſay) it he coudle eſpy any parcell of them ſekyn 
foꝛth foũtayns of water foz the army of the which wa 
much penury in thoſe coſtes. It he might any ſuch ef] 
than anone wold he bꝛeke downe from the hylles vpon 
them, Domtpine he ſhewed himſelte to Metellus ſom-

Whan Jugurth 
herof was certified he haſted him by gret iourneis ſo p 
he ouerpaſſed the copayy of Metellus and came to the 
towne ot zamam befoze him; and there exhoꝛted the in⸗ 
habitites boldly to defend Þ wailes , And farthermoze 
aſſigned to ſocour and helpe the all ſuche as had fled tro 
the Romains,# had bzought him thoſe tidings.

Whan euery thynge was thus oꝛdzed, Metellus com⸗ 
maũded to ſound to the aſſaulte with trumpets and cla 
rions. The Romaines immediately aſſayled the towne 
on euery ſide with hozrible noyſe # clamour, The Nu- 
midians therof were not a dꝛadde at all, but code ſtyll 
and kept them ſelfe in ſilence as it they had not ben diſ- 
pleaſed noꝛ pzouoked to batayle : howe be it they kepte 
the walles euery man on the part to hym aſſigned, and 


all were ready to reſyfte and to aſſayle the Romapnes. 


Anone the batayle was begon. The Romaines ererct- 
ſed and occupied them ſelfe euery man with ſuch wepin 
as he coulde befte handle, and was moſt expert in:ſome 


with flinges thꝛew plummets of lead, and ſome ſtones 


from a farreinto the citie, and at them which defended 
the walles:ſome aſſayled the towne nerer inuading the 
ſame, and couetyng to haue entrey and vnderminynge 
the walles: ſome boldely ſcaled the walles, deſiringe to 
come ſo nere that they myght tyght hande to hand, On 
the other ſide thinhabitantes of the towne and garny- 
ſon reliſted manly, Some rowled downe and ouertur- 
ned great and waighty ftones on ſuch as were nereſt to 
them and that vndermined the walles. Some pytched 


 downe vpon them dartes,tauelins,pykes, firebzandes 


and alſo greate burnyng polles, faggots , and blockes 
ouercouered with pytche and bꝛimſtone ardentlye fla- 
myng. Some boldely ouerturned the ſcalyng ladders, 


and ſlewe and ouerthzewe ſuche as ſcaled the walles. 


But ſome other whiche were farther from the towne, a 
faz pꝛeaſe coulde not appꝛoche nere to the walles in the 
meane ſeaſon were nother fearefull noz ydle. Foz there 
was no maner inſtrumente of batayle which coulde be 
tr aa” wyth hand, oz with any other engine of _ 
u 


but that they thzewe it into the towne , wherewtth they 
wounded and ſlewe many of the inhabitãtes and of the 
_ defenders of the walles, The dattes # croſſebowes on 
both parties were not vnoccupted, Artyllery noz gones 
had thet none. Foz at Þ time was no mencion of tht noꝛ 
they were not yet inuented. The Romains which were 
fartheſt of al from the walles eſcaped not free:but with 
dartes were ouerth2zowen in great nombꝛe. Howe be it 
their cowardous and fearfull myndes cauſed them to 
dꝛawe them ſelfe aloofe behynd al other foz to ſaue th 
ſelfe,yet could they not auoide the peryl. Thus wer the 
wozthy and vnwoꝛthy Romayns in lyke jeopardy and 
peryl:but their glozy and fame was much vnlyke, 
Romapns inthe 
wmeane tyme whyle Wetollus gaue aſſault tothe towne of Hamam.

Wherfoze firſte of all he be 
to pꝛoue the mynd of Bomilchar which had ben betoze 
at Rome with Jugurth: and (as J haue ſayde befoze) 
fled pꝛiuely from thence foz the death of Paſſiua , lea- 
uyng his lureties behind in daunger foz his cauſe, Me 
tellus conſidered that tyys Bomplchar ( becaule of the 
great frindſhyp and familiaritie which he had with Ju 
gurth)ſoneft myght deceiue and betray hym.Wherfoze 

(as I haue ſaide befo2e)he beganne and went in hande 
with hym firſte ot all by pzomiſpng ol 10 rewardes. 
And firſte of all he dyd ſo muche that this Bomilchar 
came pꝛiuely to Metellus & ſpake with hym. Metellus 
anone pꝛomiſed him on faith and truth to do ſo foz him 


that the Senatours chulde pardon hyM of all thynges 
paſt, and of his lyfe and goodes: ſo that he wold betra 


02 deliuer to him Jugurth either quicke o2 dead.Ligh 
lye he perſwaded the Aumidian: foz anone Bomilchar 
agreed ther to. What foꝛ his traiterous and falſe mynd 
which he had of nature: and what foꝛ that he douted if 


any peate oz compoſicton after that ſhulde be made be⸗ 


twene Jugurth and the Romaines, hym ſelfe chuld be 
delivered by condicion to the Romaines to be puniſhed 
fox the deathe of Maſſiua whom he cauſed to be flayne 
at Rome. This Bomilchar whan he ſaw his time toke 
leaue of Metellus on this apointment, and ſoone after 
came to Jugurth whom he found doutfull in care and

to.Bomilchar alſo obiected to Jugurth how he and his 


menne were ouercome in enery bataile , and his people 
Allo diminiſhed oꝛ alienate fro him, his feldes &towars 
waſted and diſtroied, oz ds in poſſeſſion of his enemies: 
his menſome taken and in pziſon. Some ſlaine:aæ many 
wounded and matmecd:the ryches ot his realme dimini 
thed and waſted. Bomilchar alleged aiſo to him that he 
had pzoued the ſtrength of his ſ(ouldyors and fauour of 
koztune ſufficiently pnough , whertoze it were better foz 
him to ſe ſome remedy and pꝛouiſion foz all theſe plles 


and other mo, and to be ware leſt whyle he pzolonged 


the tyme douted:the people of the contrey ſhuld pꝛouide 
foz themſelfe without his aduiſe oz counſell , Dith thele 
wozdes and other lyke Bomilchar mduced the kynges 
mynde to make ſome copoſicton , oz els topeld him ſelte 
and al other thunges to mercy e grace of the Komatns, 
Anone einbaſſavours were ſend to Metellus to certify 
him that Jugurth was redy to do what euer he wolde 
deſyꝛe oꝛ commaunde him:and that he wolde tommyt 
and yelde both himſelte and his kingdome to the fayth 
and grace of Metellus: and of the Romapns without 
any pactyon,conuenaunt , oz exception:ſauing onely as 
it pleaſed them to deale with him. Metellus hery 
this mynd of Jugurth was very glad: & commaund:

Wherfoze anone 
after Metellus commaunded agapne that al they whi⸗ 
che had betrayed his hoſt, foꝛſaken hym and fled to Ju⸗ 
gurth ſchuld be bounden and ſo brought to himagaine.

now to my purpoſe. , The pꝛeeſt of the ydolles whiche 


ſacrifyſed foz Marius chewed great and marueylous 
tokes vnto him:wherby he might greatly truſt to come 
to his intent and purpoſe , byddyng him pzoſecute that 
thing on whiche he had lette his mynde: and haue ſure 
confidence in his goddes. Sayng that it he wold pꝛoue 
the extremite of foztune duch ar and often:than dout⸗ 
Wake beg l tyme a Jongeſeaſon wonveronſp 
aryus ato2e that tyme a longe fcaton wonderonſly 
3 minde the dignite ofthe conſull , And lo 
ſay trueth he wanted nothing which longed to him whi 
che ulde haue luche a dignite laue onely antiquite ot 
his pzogeny #auncient noblenes of birth. Foz thoughe. 
he were but a gentyl man of the firſt heed : neuerthe les 
his codicions were wozthy andercellet , In him was” 
great erperiece of wiſdome, much pzobite,houeſtie;aud . 


ladneſſe. Hs had greate polyry and conning in chyualry: 
in bataple his mynde was excellent and bolde. But in 


peace it was lowe and moderate. He overcame couetiſe 
and ſenſualite ofhis body. He delyꝛed noz coueyted no⸗ 


thing erthly laue gloꝛie, laude, and woꝛchyp. This Ma 
ring as bozne and bzought vp by all his chyldhode in 


the c5titrep of Champayne beionde Fraunce in a towne 
named Arpine ,But aſſone as he was encreaſed, ſo that 
he might bere harneſſe and bide the herdnes of warfare

many of the citezins knewe not his perſone: bycauſe he 

was alway from the citie in warre and batayle:but his 
actes made his name wel knowen. Wherfoze after that 

the cõmentye vaderſtode that he was Matius of whoſe 
nobles al Italy much comuned and talked: anone they 
graunted his peticion, and pꝛoclaimed hym pꝛotectour 
of the ſouldyours ouer all the pꝛoumces and tribes ol 


elle ſo well and wiſelp that after thathe obtained an o 


And cho 
euery office and dignite he ſo behaued hi 
ry man thought # coũted him woꝛthyer of nioze d 
and honour than he had.

But whan Marius ſawe and conſydzed that the 
woꝛdes and counſel of the enchauntour and pꝛeeſt whi⸗ 
che hehelde his ſacrifice pzetended to the ſame poynte 
and concluſion as the delpꝛe of his mynde moued him 
longe befoze.Anone he came to his captiaine Metellus 
beſechyng hym to be dyſcharged of the batayle tyll he 
mighte go to Rome to thintente ts deſyze the conlulchip 
of the Senatours.But how beit that in this Metellus 

was vertu,glozye,wozip,and al other things longing 
to a good man ptentifully ynough. Neuertheleſle of his 
courage and mynde was he ſõwhat pꝛoude, deſpiſinge 
and dyſdaynyng other: which were not come of ſo hye 
Ipnageas he was . But ſpeciallye he was ſtatelye and 
pꝛoude of minde: which is a commen byce and miſchefe 
ginonge eſtates and gentylmen . Wherfeze Metellus 
hering this interpziſe of Marius, firſt of al wag moued 
with the nouelty of his peticton, Foz at that tyme were 
none wonte to ſpeke foꝛ that dignite , but if they were 
come of a noble ſtocke. And ſo was not Marius. And 
thus Metellus marueyled much at his enterpꝛyſe: and 
who might counſel him therto:warninge him as vnder 
colour ot amyte and frendchyppe, not to pꝛeſume vpon 
ſo contrary and vnlikely a thyng:noz to exalt his mynd 
ſo hy aboue foꝛtune couentent foz his ſtate and codicion 
Sapng alſo to hym that euery urs app not to be co⸗ 
uepted oz deſired ofeuery man.

maund that dignitte acompanied wrth'the ſonne of the 
ſame Metellus, which ſonne ſchuld alſo go to Rome in 
tyme to come to demaunde of the Senatours the lame 
dignitie wyth Marius. This ſonne of Metellus was 
at that tyme in the armye of hys father, continually er- 
ertiling the feates of warre, notwythſtandinge that he 
was but twenty yeres of age. Thys anſwer of Metel⸗ 
lus ſtirred Marius againſt him with greuous yꝛe and 
wꝛath, what toꝛ the honour which he deſired, and what 
fo: the lycence to departe, whyche he could not obtayne 


of hym by no pꝛayer noꝛrequeſte at hys pleaſure. In ſo 


muche that he enraged agaynſte Metellus moued by 
deſyze of that office, and pꝛouoked by yꝛe, whyche two 
oyees ambicion and y:e-,. counſelled and impelled thys 
Marins to muche eupU agaynſte the ſayde Metellus, 
ſparyng neyther 2-deede whiche myght enda⸗ 
mage oꝛ hynder 


ar dem wdrehe de 
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etellus had counſeiled Marius wyth theſe 


ys honour and name, Ind that 
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He gouerned the ſouldiours which paſſed foꝛth the win 
ter vnder his gouernice not as he ought to do, but ſulke 
red them to haue their pleaſure to the intente thereby to 
_.optaine their fauoure and good wyll in his enterpꝛyſe. 
Allo he ſpake often in blaming Metellus, and proudly 
_ comending and exalting hun ſelte to the marchantes of 
Rome: ot whom was great reſozte and concours to the 
ſayd citye of Utica where Marius ſotourned. And ofte 
tymes he boaſted ſaying to them, that if the one halfe of 
the armye were graunted and committed to hym with- 
in keroe dayes he woulde ſo behaue hym ſelfe that he 
wolde haue Jugurthe in bondes and ſubieccion , Fur 
thermoze he layde to them in auauncinge him ſetke that 
Metellus pꝛolõged the bataile foꝛ the nonce. to a craft 
- becauſe he was a man pompous and defirous of glozy 
and woꝛchyp, vtterly reioyſing in authozitie and geuen 
to pꝛyde and affeccion of dygnitie: and becauſe he knew 
well that whyle the batayle continued he chulde be re⸗ 
puted in maner as a kyng, therfoze he dyd hys deuoyze 
the moze to pꝛolonge the warre fo the ende that in the 
meane tyme he myghte eralte and magnifie hym felfe, 
The woꝛdes of Marius ſemed to the ſayd marchantes 
certayne and trewe,and alſo as they thoughtecby ſuche 
infozmacion ) moſte expediente to the common weale 
that ſome newe captayne were choſen , whiche oztely 
wolde fynyſhe that warre. Foz by longe continuance of 
the ſame warre:many of the ſayde marchauntes hadde 
waſted and ſpente muche of their ſayde ſubtannce and 
rychellp.- And allo to ſuche deſy2efuil myndes as they 
dad, nothing could to faſte be haſted oz bzought to end. 
¶ Woꝛeouer at thys ſeaſon. was in companye of the 
Romayne armye a certeine Numidian named 
$:4 1 8 | whic 
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whiche was ſonne of anaſtaball , and ne vnto 
Maſſimſſa. Micipla in his teſtamet oꝛdeined that this 
Gauda ſhuld be ſecond heire of Aumidi after the death 
of his two ſonnes and of Jugurthe. This Garda was 
ſoze enfebled wyth diſeaſes and ſickenes, and fo2 that 
cauſe his mynd was a lytle endulled and pꝛiuate of rea 
ſon and memozie, While this Gauda (as ſayd is) was 
in the Romains army:he required of Metellus to ſuf- 
fer hym to haue his ſeate and ſiege next vnto hym after 
the vſe of kynges of Rumidye. Alſo after that becauſe 
of defence and garde of his body:he deſired that acom- 
pany of ſouldtours of the Komayns myght be graun- 
ted and aſſigned to hym. But Metellus extremely de⸗ 
nyed both his peticions, ſaying oz the firſte, that ſuche 
honour longed only to them whom the Romaines toke 
and named foꝛ kynges. And alſo foz the ſecond peticion 
he ſayd that it were vnaduiſed and iniuridus oꝛdinante 
if the Romaine ſouldiours were geue oꝛ alligned to the 
garde and ſeruice ofa Numidtan , which was no kyng 
but a ſouldtour lyke many mo hy:ed foꝛ ſtipend. Whyle 
Gauda was dilpleaſed and angry wyth Metellus foz 
denying of theſe his peticiong: Marius came to hym, 
and pꝛouoked hym to reuenge the diſpleaſure and in⸗ 
iurye whiche the captayne hadde done to hym with hys 
helpe and auauncement. This Gaudacas J haue ſayd 
befoꝛe) was feble and vnſtable minde, and the mannes 
wytte was of lytle valour by meanes of diſeaſes why⸗ 
che long hadde helden hym, Wherefoꝛe Marius voyth 
hys elegante, fayꝛe and flatteryng woꝛdes at his owne 
pleaſure induced hym, and exalted hys mynde ſayinge 
that he was a kynge, and an excellente and great man:

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niſſa. Pherfoꝛec ſayd he)yf Jugurth wer eyther flapne 
oꝛ taken pꝛiſoner it were lickely to come to that poynt:

char, a had concluded againe to begyn the

ary to warre with great diligence,and with great haſt 
he aſſebled an army. Wozeouer he dayly troubled with 
thꝛetnings oz feare,o2 els with great rewardes: ſuche 
cities # townes as betoze had foꝛſaken hym and yelded 
the ſeife to Metellus. Do that he ſpared no pollicye to 
make them render them ſelfe againe to hym; In luche 
holdes x townes as were in his poſſeſſion:he ſet garni⸗ 


ſon and defence ol men of war. He renewed a bought a 


gayne armour and wepen, a ſet al other thinges which 


he had log beloꝛe, oꝛ deliuered to Metellus in hoope ot 


peate. He attiſed to hym many of the Romaine ſubiects 


and bondmen by pꝛomiling to the their lybertie. He al⸗ 


ſo pzoued x attempted with rewards the,vhom Metel 
lus had ſet & aſſigned in garniſs, gard a defence of ſuch 


places as he had wonne in Numidy : ſo that vtterly he 


ſuffered nothing to be left quiet oz vnaſſayed but by all

war: thẽ anons he pꝛepared al things necedß 
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maner meanes made pꝛouyſion foꝛ him ſelfe mouyng 
and puttyng in p2ofe euery thinge. But among al other 
thinhabitantes of the citie called Uacca (in which Me⸗ 
tellus at beginning had ſet his garmſo:whan Jugurth 
firſt ſought his peace of Metellus) were deſtred otten 
of Jugurthe aud; with great and impoztune inſtance 
exited ts treaſon , In ſomuche that at laſt they aſſented 
to him to coſpire againſt the Romains. Thinhabitants 
of the cite dyd not pelde themſelte from Jugurth with 


their owne good wpyli:and namely theſtates and rulers 


therof did neuer pelde them to Metellus ſaue kainedly. 
Wherfoꝛe ſpecially they were the firſte that conſpired | 
againſt him ſecretely amonge themſelfe,Foz why as it 
often happened the commentie, and ſpeciallye of hp 
Numidiens were vnſtable of minde, vtteriy enclined 
to ſedicion and diſcoꝛde couetous of newe thinges: and 
contrary to reſt and quyetnefſe.Butcas J haue ſaid be- 
foze)whan the chife ofthis cite had ſecretly concluded d 
apointed their mater & treaſon among the ſelfe: againſt 
the third day they oꝛdeined that the ſame thyꝛd day next 
after chuld be cõmañded ſolemne, holy, and wozſhipped. 
ouer all the countrey of Affrike, and Mumidie. Which 
day chewed and pꝛetended by al ſimilitude mirth, game 
and ſpoꝛt: rather than any dꝛede to the Romains wiche 
were in garniſon of the cite. But the Pumidiens full of 
pꝛodition and treaſon whan they ſawe their tyme called 
vnto their houſes all the chefe captains. and maiſter 
ſouldionrs of the Romains whiche were in towne. And 
alſo one named Turpilius: whome Metellus had oꝛ⸗ 
dained to be his lieuetenant, pꝛouoſt and chife capitain 
of the towne: the enuited and called as it it had ben to 


chere and teall them, one to one houſe ,an other to an o⸗ 
| | | ther. 
| * Ty 
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ther. But this chere was ſuch as the Stoꝛpiõ is wont 
to make:whiche whyle ſhe maketh glad ſemblante with 
her mouth moztally ſtingeth with the taile:ſo this feaſt 
was a cloke to moꝛtal treaſon. Foz whyle the Romains 
were in middes of their datinties vnarmed ſuſpectinge 
no parill. All the Aumidiens at a token geuen, and at 
one houre apointed befoze,flzwe eche one his geeſt wht⸗ 
che dined with him without fauoure : ſo that among the 
all eſcaped not one, except the ſayd Turpilius heed capi 
_ taineo2 lieutenant ofthe towne. This done:all the Nu- 
midiens together ſet vpon the remenant of the commen. 
ſouldyours whiche wandzed and ſtraied abꝛode in the 
towne a in the ſtretes, diſperſed abꝛode without any ar⸗ 
mour:as is wont on ſuch a dat without oꝛder, ferig noz 
douting no daũger. Some of the comens whe theltates 
had made them pꝛiuie of this treaſon came alſo to helpe 
them, and ſome other ignoꝛant of the mater ſauing that, 
that they had deſyꝛe & pleaſure in ſuch murder inuaded 
the Romains alſs , Fo2 though they were ignorant of 
the counſell of this dede : yet the noyſe oꝛ ſkirmyſhe and 
nouelty of the matter pleaſed them ynougy , The Ro- , 
main ſouldyours were ignoꝛant and incertaine of the 
vnpꝛouided feare and cruel murder douting what was 
beft to be done. Their enemies cõpaſinge them on euery / 
ſide letted them to go to the caſtell of the towne where 
their armour and wepyn was: e the gates of the towne 
were ſhut on euery ſyde befoze this ſkirmiſhe beganne, 
wherby they wer pꝛohibyted to auoyd the towne. Moe 
ouer women a childꝛen thzew dovone vpon them ſtones 
and other thinges that came nert to hand from the win 
dows  hyieft parts of their houſes: ſirtuing who might 
thꝛow firſt and moſt, Thus this — nn 0 
ut, c mil⸗ 
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' Milchife could not beeſchued: noz they which wer right 
wozthy and ſtrong ſouldiours wer not able to reſpſt the 
very cowardyle and feblenes of women and chyldzen, 
whiche thzue downe vpon the, Thus both good and pll 
wozthy,and vnwozthy, ſtrong, and feble:wer all layne 
without difference. In this ſo great teopardy:the Nu- 
midtens being mad and cruell in murdze.,and the gates 
chutte on euery ſyde: of all the Romayns, oꝛ Jtalyens: 
onely Turpilius the captayne eſcaped without hurt of 
his bodye . Whyther it ſo happed by the fauoure of his 
hoſt which called him to banket:oz by ſome apointment 
of treaſon:oꝛ els by ſome other chance:it was not know 
ne fo2 certayn, But this was knowen that euer aſter as 
long as he lyued he was reputed foz a vile & a wzetched 
cowarde and without credence : bycauſe that in ſo gerat 
loſle and miſchief he counted it better to eſcape:and after 
to lyue, and dye in hame and rebuke: tha manly to haue 
died in defence of the towne. And euer after to haue had 
an honozable name of a wozthy capitaine, 
C How Metellus deſtroyed the towne of A acta, a flew al the inhabytants 


in reuengyng they: treaſon: and how Turpilius leuetenant 02 capiayn of 
the towne was beheaded at commaundement of Metellus.

wyth wꝛath and diſpleaſure agaynſte that cruell deede, 
then hafted he hym ſelfe with greate cure and diligence 
to go to reuenge thys iniurious and cruell treaſon, As 
none he called fozthe a legyon of ſouldioures whyche 
paſſed fozthe the wynter wyth hym,and wyth them alſo 
as many hoꝛſemen of the Numidians as he might alle 
ble whiche had fozſaken Jugurthe and fledde to hym, 
whom he thoughte moſte truſty, Hys legion he arayed 


in lyghte harneſſe and eaſpe armoure to the intenteto 


ſpeede the waye moꝛe redelye. And becaule he entended 
to go aboute thys matter lecretely:theretoze pꝛyuely e⸗ 
uen wyth the ſunne gopnge dovone , he tooke hys iour⸗ 
ney and pꝛoceded foz werde to warde Uacca , and labo⸗ 
red ſo that on the nexte daye after aboute the third hour 
he came wyth hys company into a certayne playne a ly- 
tle cloſed oz compaſſed aboute wyth ſmall downes not 
muche hygher then the extremities of the valey, There 
called he together his ſouldiours whyche were weary 
fo2 the greate laboure of their iourney, and longe wapye 
whyche they had gone. Jn ſo muche that they refuſed 
to pꝛocede any farther. But Metellus confoꝛted them 
ſaying that the towne was but one myle thence, Wher⸗ 
foꝛe he deſired them to ſuffer and endure the remenante 
of theyꝛ labour wyth paciente myndes, but onely to re⸗ 
uenge the death of the cityzens and theyꝛ felowes whi⸗ 
che were ſtronge and woꝛthy men: and very miſerably 
murdꝛed. Moꝛeouer he ſhewed to them benynglye the 
greate pꝛaye whyche was ready foꝛ them, if they wold 
manly pꝛotede. Thus weere their myndes eralted,con- 
foꝛted, and enboldened wylh his woꝛdes. Metellus ſes 
yng that, was glad; anone cõmaunded the hozſemen to 
pꝛotede in the tozward:thele hoꝛſemen wer WW 
| nd. 
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And the fofemen he commaunded to kepe ſecrete their 


ftanderdes , canyſances , and badges:and to go behynd 
vnder the ſhadowe of the hoꝛſmen as nere togyder ag 
they might:and ſo pzoceded he towarde the towne. 

¶ Whan the citezyns (aw an army appꝛoche and moue 


towarde them:at the beginning they thought it had ben 


Metellus (as it was in deede)and anone ſhut the gates 
of the towne againſt him . But afterwarde whan they 
aduyſed them well : and ſawe that the company whiche 
appꝛoched made no deuaſtacton no2 diſtruction by the 
feldes noz countrey as they went. And alſo whan they 
parceiued that the hoꝛſmen which wer in the foꝛwarde 
were Numidiens : againe the thought that it was Ju- 
gurth with his company. Wherfoze with great toy they 
illued foꝛth of that towne to mete him. Metellus anone 
parteuied their 1gnozance c gaue a token to his people 
to aſſaile them. The hoz\men and fotemen knowinge 
the wyll of their taptayne by blaſte of the trũpettes al⸗ 
ſayled and ouerthꝛue the commentte which came out of 
the cite againſt them diſperſed ouer the feldes. Some 
of the Romains ran to thegates of the towne ⁊ centred 
without reliftence: and ſome toke æ inuaded the tow2es 


ok the walles maugre the kepars. Thus the diſpeaſure 


and p2e whiche the Romains had foz2 death of their fe- 
lowes:and the hope of pzayes ofthe towne ouercame ⁊ 
excluded their werines which they had in their iournay 
thyderwarde. Thus the inhabitantes of Uacca enioied 
treſon but onely two dates . Foz onely the ſpace of two 
dates cotinued their falſhode and crueltie vnreuenged. 
Foz that great and riche cite was all giuen to hauocke 
and murdze vtterlye diſtroied of the Romaines: ſo that 
no creature eſcaped a lyue to boſt of their treaſon befoꝛe 


j | committed 


committed agaynſte the Romains whome they had 
traiterouſiy lapn withinthetr cite. Turpilius lteftenant 
02 captapne of the towne whichecas J haue laid betoze 
eſcaped onely with his lyfe: was called befoze Wetels 
lus and commaunded to anſwere toz hymſelte by what 
way oz meanes he eſtaped, whyther by treaſon done to 
the towne,o2 by any ofher policy. But bytaule he coude 
but ſimply excuſe noꝛ yup hymſelte of that whiche 
was layed againft him, he firſt was ſcourged and beat] 
and after that his heed ſtriken of from his huiders, fox 
that it was thought thatifhe had not belraied the cite he 
coude not haue eſcaped moze than any other. Farther- 
moze that great dyſtruction of the Romains was alcri 
bed fo his negligece oz treaſon, It this Turpiluis had 
ben a Romain he ſhuld not haue be put to deth. Foz the 
lawe of Pozcius pꝛohibyted any citezenof Rome to be 
ftayn:but if they comitted any great offence,theertrems 
punychement by the lawe was to commpt them to exyts 
But this Turpilius inisped not the pztuylege of this 
lawe : ſoz aſmuche as he was no citezyne of Rome but 
an Jtalyan ofthe town of Collace, Nel

This Nabdalſa was ſo well beloued with Jugurthe, 


that oftẽ tymes he comptted to him an army and power 
by hymſelfe to execute all other thynges whiche longed 
to meane beſineſſe while Jugurth himſelfe was weried 
oꝛ lette with other aretter thynges : whetby the ſayde 
Nabdalſa had optapned greate honoure and gathered 


great rychelle. Thug at concluſton:by apointement and 


counſel both of Bomilchar and of abdalſa a day was 
efired betwene them to execute their treaſon agaynſt 
ugurth. And in the meane tyme they pꝛouyded euery 
thing to that purpsle as the matter and caſe requpꝛed. 
This apoyntment made: they bothe departed in ſonder 
Nabdalſa went to the army whiche Jugurth had com⸗ 


mytted to hym koꝛ to tary with the ſame nere to thoſe 


places where the Romayns wyntredꝛto thintent that if 
the Romaius waſted oz diſtroied the cotitrey, Nabdala 
with his company chulde other pꝛohibet them:oꝛ els lo 
diſtourbe them that they ſhulde not eſcape vnreuenged.

Jugurth that parcetuing : ſet in ozder-and array 
his Numidiens aſwel as he might after the ſhozt tyme 
which he had therto. And immidiatly the armies appzo 
ched:and the batayle began. Jn that part of the batayle 
where Jugurth himſelfe was: they ſtroue and —— 
a lytell ſpace but all the other Nunndyens at the 
bꝛuͤt, concourſe oz aſſaut wer put to flyght with violence 
and d2iuen backwarde , The Romapns toke ſome ot 
their ſtanderes and armour , whiche they fleyng away 
left behynde them: but of their enemies they tone but 
fewe. Foꝛ the Humidiens in that bataile and almooſt 
in all other derended themſelfe better with their fete: 
than with their handes oz armoure . Jugurth at this 
tyme:myltruſted his caſe muche moꝛe than at any other 
tyme euer befoze, foz the cowardous withdzawynge of 
his people. Wherfoze he acompanyed himſelte vth the 
Romayns which had fozſaken and betrayed Metellus 
and fled lo him. With them, and with a part of his hoꝛl⸗ 


men he fled in to the wilderneſſes therby:and fr thens 


vnto a towne named Thala, which was a great towne 

and a riche:and much of his treaſour and of the aparell 

longing to the youthe of his pong chyldzen was in the 

ſame tone. But whan Metellus rn that Ju-

ald was fled to ſo ryche a towne, how beit he knewe 
that bytwene the towne and the next flod therto wag. l. 
mile ſpace of dzy ground voyde and without habitacion 
neuertheleſſe he toke in hande to ouercome all charpnes 
and difficultie of plates: and alſo to duertome nature, 
though it ſemed impoſſible to mannes mynde , This 
thynge Metellus toke in hande in hope to kyniche the 
batayle muche ſoner yf he myght wynne that towne, 
C Wherfoze he commaunded that al the beeſtes which 
ſerued foz cariage, chuld be vnladen of al ſuch bagyage 
and burthen as they caried longynge to the ſouldyours 
ſaue onely whete and vitayle toz the ſpace of. x. dapes. 
Alſo he commaũded ſome of the beſtes to be laded with 
bottels full of water, and other veſſels mete to be caxied 
with water, M ozeouer:ouer all the contrey he gathered 
togyder as manp tame beſtes as he coude get and them 
laded with empty veſſels of euery ſoꝛt. Many of them 
were treene vellell which he had done to be gathered a⸗ 
mong the villages of the Aumidiens. Farthermoꝛe he 
commaunded thinhabitantes of thoſe marches whiche 
. after the flight of Jugurth had yelded them to him that 
they chulde make them redy to folowe the hooſt cuery 
man with almuche water as they myght beare . And 
aſſigned them a days and place, where they chulde be re 
dy vnder payne of deathe. Than Metellus was come 
ts the ſayd flod which was fifty mile from the towne of 
Thala, nereſt water therto(as J haue ſaid befoze)he 
dyd all the beeſtes to be laded of the fame water. And ſo 
went towarde Thala, his hooſt ſet in oꝛder and aray:ſo 
that it any ieopardy apered he was euer redy at defence 
but aſterwarde whan he was come to that place whert 
v: had apoynted the Humidiens to mete him 1 — 
| wa 


of Jugurlh, Irrvitl 
water wherwith they were laded and folowed the hot. 
And whan his tentes were pitched.ſet, and defended a 
bout with trẽches, cut tres, bowes and ſtakes after the 
polycte of warre , ſodeiniye from the heauen deſcended 
greate violence and plentie of rayne water that it was 
moꝛe than ſufficient to all the armye, as well to men as 
beaſtes. Moꝛeouer their vitayles were moze plentefull 
then they truſted oz looked after. Foz the Nunudians 

- which newly were yelded, were ſo much the moze ſerut 
ſable # redy to miniſter enery thyng neceſſary to the ar⸗ 
my. And no maruell:foz euery thyng is quicke at the be 
ginnyng. which often fadeth at the ende. But the ſouldi 
ours and men of warre, were moze glad to otcuppe the 
rayne water foz deuotion, than ſuche water which was 
bzought to them in veſſels by cariage.Foz thei ſuppoſed 
that their goddes loued and fauoꝛed them, whiche in ſo 
 dzyeacountrey, and in ſuche a cyaunce lente to them ſo 
greate plentie of water beſyde pzouiſton ok theire.cap- 
tayne, This thynge greatlpe confozted the myndes of 
them all: and incouraged them with boldeneſſe, tren⸗ 
gthe, and dilygetice to ouercome all difficulties whpche 
remayned. Thys confozte-kyndelynge ther a0wides%; 
they ſped them ſelfe ſo foꝛward, that on the nexte;days 
after they came to the towne of Thala , contrary vnto 
the opinion oz knoweledgeof Jugurthe. The inhavi⸗ 
tauntes whiche thought them ſeite ſurelye defended by 
the charpenelle and diſticultie of the place, were ſodein⸗ 
ly abaſhed and aſtonted foz that great vnwonte and vn 
p2outded caſe, Heuertheles they made pꝛouiſion to ba⸗ 
tail as quickly as they might by ſufferance ofthe time 
The Komains addꝛeſſed thejh in the ſane mauer. But 
kyng Jugurth anone caſt in his mynde 5 to n 
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that by his craft,oiligence, + polycie:had ouercome both 
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was nothing vnpꝛouided noꝛ bnable to be done: as h 


wepen, armour, place, and tyme. And alſo nature it ſelfe 


which ruleth other thinges longing vnto men. Jugurth. 


this aduyſing and reuviuyng in his mynde fled pꝛiuely 


by nyght fozthe of the towns with his childzen and a- 
great part ot his treaſour, 202 atter this tyme he neuer 
taryed in one place paſte the ſpace ofa daye oz ofa night 
fayning that he fled ſo fro one plate to an other bytaule 
of his pzelent beſynefle:but the ryght cauſe of his remo⸗ 
uyng was foꝛ that he feared treaſon whiche he thought 
beſt to auopd and eſchue by con chaungyng of 


places. Foz ſuche counſels of treaſon can not be taken 
without deliberacion-# pꝛoces of tyme, and conueniens

C Biit wan Metellus ſawe that thinhabitantes wer 
redy to batayle , and alſo that the towne was ſtrongly 
defended bothe by crafte of mannes handes and by na- 
ture of the place. Anone he compaſed aboute the towne 
on etieryſyde with pzofoinde dycheſſe, trenches, and 
herdels:ot ſharpe flakes the poyntes vpwarde to then⸗ 
tent that none of thinhabitantes chulde bzeke out noz 
eſcape by night, as Jugurth had done befoze:noꝛ that 
no vitels chulde be conuayed into them, wherby they 
might the tongar reſyſt hym and indure the lege. After 
warde he commaunded ſcaffoldes to be made about the 
11 in ſuth places as were moſt conuenient 
and penfeſes of cheldes tonioyned in maner of vynts to 
be dainen to the walles vpõ wheles.

alſo that laboured there vpsn, Thele ſcaffoldes,penty- 
ſes and pauaſies were made to thenteut that vnder the 
the Romayns myghte vndermine the walles withoute 
great peryll oz dammage. On the other ſyde, the garni⸗ 


fon and inhabitantes haſtely labozed to reſiſte the Ro⸗ 
mains, and to defende them ſelfe and their towne man⸗ 
fully. So that on both parties was nothing fozgotten, 
able to be done touchinge their defence, But bꝛiekely to 
ſpeke, the Romains weried with much labour and ba- 
tayle.xl.daies after they were come thither,atlaſt wan 
the towne. But all the pꝛay & ryches ofthe towne was 
deſtroyed by them which were within the towne in gar 
niſon of the Romayns which had fled from Metellus 


© to JYugurth ;whiche ſpeciallye had alligned them to de- 
ob towne. Thele traytours whan they ſawe the 


walles vndermined and bꝛuſed with diuerſe ingens o 
bataple:d᷑ their foꝛtune was bought to extremite:and 


no ſocours noꝛ hope remayned. Than they aſſembled 
and caried together all the treaſour and ryches of the 


towne, as golde, ſyluer, with other pꝛecious oꝛnaments 


v2 iewels into the palays of Jugurth,and there fylled 


themſelfe with wine and other delycate meates. And at 
concluſion whan they were full ſaturate and ingoꝛged: 


they ſet fyꝛe on the palaice and wylfullp bzente and de- 


ſumptuous madnelſe, 


ſtroyed the ryches, the palayce.and them ſelfe wythall, 
So that ſuche punychemente as they dzeeded to ſuffer 
of theyꝛ ennempyes, they voluntarely ſuffered the lame 
_boyth their owne handes to quoyde the ſubteccton and

And 
other ſome thought it no meruaple though his noble 
hert wer moued and kindled with anger, foz this iniu⸗ 
ry and wꝛong done to hym. And many fayd that Metel 
lus toke ſo great ſoꝛow and diſpleaſure:bycauſe the vice 
tozie whiche he had almooſt optayned ſhulde be pulled 
out of his handes his ſelfe hauing the labour c parill, 
and an other man the tryumphe and honour, But to be 
playne in the mater & indifferently to write:it was not 
buknowen to the wiſeſt Remains, but that the dignite, 
auancement,and honour of Marius greued Metellus 
much moze thi dyd his ovne iniury. And that he wold 
not haue taken it ſo heuely if the pꝛouince o Numidy 
which was taken from him had ben giuen to any other 
noble man than to Marius. Wherkoze Metellus was 
let from his firſt beſines foz the ſayd diſplealure ſo that 
he purpoſed not to vere himſelfe from thensfozth with 
out thanke oꝛ pꝛofet. And alia he thought it foly to take 
in hande the charge of another mannes mater to his 
bbc paryll, labour, paine. herfoꝛe he _

AUt Marius (as J haue ſayd befoze) was 

. elect conſull, at great deſyze and inſtaunce 

ot the comen people: which allo tommitted 
to hym the pꝛouince of Runndy. Marius 
ceing hinſelte thus ananced : wher he was 
eueragapnſt the noble men of Rome befoze,nowewas 
he ſpeciaily fiers of mynde, and ſtately . Andbeſyts 
diſpleaſe and hurt the ſtates:ſome tyme one by one and 
other wyle altogther. Ye often tymes boaſted and ſayd 
that he had goten the conlulchyp ol them their 
wyll, as if it were a pꝛay oz ſpoylinge goten ofhis enne 
mies: and of men ouercome-, * . 
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| wordes ſpake he to his owne commendacion,# to great 
dilpleaſure and anger vnto the eſtates of Rome. But in 
the meane tyme he fozgat not to pꝛepare euery thyng ne 


that he chulde rayſe aud chuſe ſouldyours to fulfyll the 
nombꝛe of them which wer loſt in bataile in the contrey

celſary to the warre:wherof the charge reſted on him to 
execute the ſame againſt Jugurth from thensfozth.He 
demaunded of the ſenatours'x cõmens new ſupplement 
of ſoudyoꝛs to repare and reſtoze the army whiche was 
in Numidy with Metellus. Foꝛ many of the wer ſlame 
and many deed of lickeneſſe: thus was the army ſoze 
deminiched. He called allo 60 ſocours of ſuche nacions 
as marched to thempire. And ol kynges whiche were 


tõfederate and had conioyned feloweſhyp.with the Ro- 
mayns. Moꝛeouer he rayſed vp in Italy a᷑ nere about 


Rome , as many as were ſtrongeſt and bolde mennes 
bodies. And namely ſuche as he himſelfe had pꝛoued be 
foze in warre : and ſuch as in warfare were pzoued by 
dedes:and not ſuche as were boofted by fame. And na⸗ 
mely olde ſouldeours which had longe haunted the war 
and wer pardoned ther of. So that it was in the power 
of no man to conſtrain them to war without their owne 
fre aſſent:bycauſe that they had continued ſtyll in warre 
the ſeaſon to them alligned of their captains, Theſe 
treated Marius with ſo fayze flateryng and paynted 
woꝛdes, that thy were redy to go with him in warfare, 
And how beit that the lenatours wer contrary to hym: 
pet durſt they nothing deny vnto hym belonging to his 
beſpneſſe : but gladly and with good wyll they decreed 


of Rumidy . But this dyd they foz no gret, loue which 
they had to Marius: fe they thought that he chuld leſe

Foz ſuche nedy wzetches be mooſtauenturous:foz they 
haue nought to loſe and alway truſt in auauncement 
by auenturinge theſelfe, And therfoze they iudge euery 
thinge whiche they do:good, honeſt, and laudable:ifany 
auantage be therto appendant. Thus dout they no pes 
ryll lo that they may come therby to pꝛomotiou. At laſt 
Marius departed from Rome with ſomwhat gretter 
nombꝛe than was graunted and decteed to him of the 
ſenatours. Within tewe dapes after that: he toke 
pyng # arrined in the pꝛouince next vnto Alkrike vnder 
the Romains at a towne named Utica, The army wht 
che was there with Metellus, was deltuered to him by 
one Publius Rutillus, which was embaſſadeur with 
the aid Metellus. Foz Metellus himſelffled the light 
of Marius by cauſe he wolde not le that with his eyes, 
which he coude not endure to here. But whan Marius 
had reſtoꝛed and fulfylled the legions of his ſouldpozs 
any'the.cohoztes foz the ſuviidyes and reſcous. Than 
went he into a plentifull place of Aumidy whiche was 
full of pꝛayes. Al that he toke there:he gaue frelp in re- 
warde to his ſouldyours. This done; he aſſayled ſ 
taſtels and townes which wer but febly defended with 
men and walles. He had many batayls x lyght ſayʒmi⸗ 
ches: and many other thinges he dyd in other place not 
with much difficultie. In the meane time the newe ſoul 
diours were redy manly fighting without fere: a ſeyug 
that they. which fled wer ether taken oꝛ flayne:therfoze 
they adupſed them wel that the ſtr 


ongeſt # boldeft was 
Bb. i. mooſt 


moſt ſure of all. They conſidꝛed wel that it ſtode them 
in hande to defende with wepyn and armour their liber 
tie, their countrey, their frendes,and all other thynges 
longing to their helth and honour, Thus laboured thep 
foz glozie. laude, and riches which they optained:ſo that 
within Hozt ſeaſon the olde ſouldtours and the newe en 
creaſed together cherichynge and infourmynge one an 
other tyl their vertue and boldnes was like. But whan 
the two kinges Jugurth and Bocchus vnderſtode of 
the comminge of Marius: they deuyded their hooftes 
and went in ſonder into dyuers places where no man 
coune attayne to them foꝛ difficultie of the places, This 
was done by counſell of Jugurth. Foz it pleaſed him ſo 
ta do truſtinge that within choꝛte ſpace the Romaines 
walde he Med abzode.in ſpoilinge and than thought he 
ta aſſayle them in euery digrowhan they were moolt 
without fear at libertie, at large, and vnpꝛouided: as 
men ar want to be ſpecially whan their ennemies be- 
haueth them as if they were affrated. Than often be the 
victours impꝛouident and leſſe eircumſpect, -

¶ But Marius on his parte applyed and toke heede to 
his owne bulines and his enemies alſo without ſlouth: 
but with great wiledome. He perteiued well and knew 
what was good ang vll foz auantage on both ſides, Ye 
cauſed the waies « tourneis of the two kinges to be dai 
ly ſearched and eſpied. He pꝛeuented a interrupted their 
counſels, pꝛouiſions and guiles.He ſuſtered nothyng to 
be vnpꝛouided and vnredie on his e on the other 


lyde and party of his enemies, he ſuffered nothing to be 
lure oz pꝛouided: foz alwaie he pꝛeuented their pzouiſt- 
ons & purſued them. Often while Jugurth and the Ge 
tulians ſpoiled the Numidiens which had yelded them 
ſeike to the Romaines, Marius was tedie in their way 
and valiantly aſſayled them, e ouerthzewe many of th] 
while they were diſperſed abꝛoade and flying away foz 
feate. And alſo not farre frome the towne of Cirtha,he 
made Jugurth hym ſelfe ſo truſt in his flighte,that : 
haſt fo ren awaie:he left his armour behind hym, Bu 
whan Marius conſidered that his actes were only glo 
rious and extellent without any auantage, and that he 
might not execute bataile with Jugurth foz his vnſted 
kaſtnes. and mouinge from place to place, he conſidered 
in minde and oꝛdeined hym redy to beſiege the cities of 
the contreys one after another. And namelye ſuche as 


eyther of men oz of place were neceſſarie and behougs 


ble to his enemies, and contrarye oz hurtefull to hym. 
Thys dyd he, thynkynge that ik Jugurthe wythouts 
diſturbaunce ſuffered hym ſo to do, he chulde eyther be 
ſpopled aud bereft of hys cities, oꝛdinaunce, ſocoures,

MWarins:ſaying that he wold gladly come into faudur, 

amyte, and frendchw of the Romains: and bydding 
Marius not to dout him as an ennemy noꝛ to fear any 
thing longing to an enemy to be cõmitted of him ageinſt 
the Romain. It is but lytel knowen fox trueth whes 
ther Bocchus fained this thing to the intent that his 
comming to batayls vaknowen and vnpꝛoued myght 
be to Marius moꝛe greuous : 02 els whether he was 
wont by valtablenes of mynd to change peace ſomtime 
koʒ warre: and ſomtime war foz peace. But Marius 
the conſul(as he had purpoſed befoze)d2n him vnto the 
caſtels and townes whiche were walled and defended: 
and fierſly aTailed the. Anone he tourned many of them 
from his ennemies to him, ſome by ſtrength # violence, 
ſome by feare:and other ſome by pꝛomiſing and giueng 
of rewardes and pꝛodicion of their captains, But at 
firſt beginning he medled but with meane caſtels and 
townes thinking that Jugurth chulde come to defende 
and ſocour his people # townes: # lo come into at Ju 


of the Romains. But whan Marius herde that Jus 


gurth was farthens and occupied in other beſincſſes: 


than thought he not to loſe his time:but to auenture on 
gretter thynges wherin was moze harde beſineſſe and 
laboure and honoure .:Wherfkoze he entenved to beſiege

C hom Marius wan the greate and ryche Citye named Capia. and hows 


he utteriy deſtropen the ſame and qaue all the ryches thereof ta hauecke 


a nonge his ſoutdiours. The.12.Chapter. 


Hong the mott wideſt « thickeft wylderneſſes 
el Aumidy was this great & ryche cite * 
that 


- of Jugurch. reb. 
that Hercules whiche was boꝛne in the lande of Libya 
and not by Hercules the ſonne of Jupiter ; Alcumena 
Thinhabtfours of this citie were ruled by Jugurthe 
peaſably and eaſely put to no charges no: beſinelle, and 
therfoze were they mooft true and faythful to him, 
They were defeneded againſte al ennemies: not onely 
with walles, armour, and men:but alſo with much ſtrõ 


ger defence of the difficultte and hardneſſe of the place 


and contrey nere about them. Do that it was in maner 
impoiſtble that any army could come nere the foꝛ wante 
of water and ſcarcite of vitels. Foz extept the feldes and 
place nere to the citte,ail the other be voyde and vaſt 
grounde e deſart without habitacion, vneyzed,barayne 
and dꝛie withoute water. All full of ſerpentes:whiche 
were ſomuche moze violent and fiers foꝛ lacke of meat 


and ſuſtenance , as al other wilde beaſtes be wont to 


inrage foz honger, And mozeouer the mpſcheuous and 
perilous nature of ſerpentes is moze kindled to ragit 
and vered, with thyꝛſt, thů with any other thing:which 
thyzſt they toude not quenche ther foz wante of water. 


Wherfoze neyther man noꝛ beaſt myght ſurely paſſe by 


the, han Marius caſt al theſe difficulties in his mind 
his hert was perſed with a merueplousdeſyze to wyn 
this cite. bothj foz that it was muche hurtful to him;and 
pꝛofitable to Jugurth,and alſo bycauſe it was herde to 
do and mache honour myght be gotten in wynninge 
therof. And mozeouer bycauſe Metellus the other con 
ſult befoze him had won the cite of Thala , with great 
honour anaglozy: whiche of ſytuation was not valyke 
to this cyte: neyther vnlyke in defence , Sauc that not 


far from the walles of Thala were a fewe fontapnes; . 


but about this city e of Capſa was no water, wel, noz 
ah | le | * Bh. Hüil. fontayns 


lure ot the lleche, as many chaiſten men do nowe in our

fontayne: ſaue one and that was within the wals of the 
citie alwa ful of water. All other whiche dwelled with 


out the walles, as in the ſuburbes: occupyed but rapne 


water. The inhabitantes of that contrey and ofall the 
remenant ot Iffrike , whiche were far from the ſee and 
rude people coude muche the better endure this ſcarſite 


of water and thirſt: foꝛ this cauſe, Foꝛ the mooſt part of 


them were fed with milke and venyſon not loking after 
ſalte,ſauces , noz other ſuche thinges as be noziſhinges 
92 pzouocatiues toglotony , They toke meate & dzinke 
onely to lake their hunger, and to quenche their thirſt: 
and not without meaſure to pzouoke themſelfe to plea- 


dayes: which make of their bely their god. And eate not 
to liue:but they liue to eate contrary to mannes lite, and 
vtterly encline to beſtialite.O curſed glotony let vs chi 
ſten men lerne here of panyms ts eſchewe thee: which 


waſteſt the body and goodes: damneſt the ſoule:and art 


mother and nozice of all vices. But to retourne to my 
purpole : this Marius after that he had ſerched euerp 
thynge by his elpyes, he pꝛoceded in his interpꝛile and 
purpoſe(as men thought)holpen of the goddes , Fo a- 
gaynſt ſo many and hard difficulties he coude not haus 
made ſure pꝛouiſion by counſel of man noz by his owne 
pꝛiuate wyt:as he which had impediment and was let⸗ 
ted not onely by charpnes of the cotrep:but allo by lacke 
and ſcareite of wheat and ofal other cozne.Foz the Nus 
midiens intendeth moze , to noziſhe paſture foz beaſtes 
than to labour oz eire the grounde foz cozne , And alſo 
they had bzought together all the ſeed and cozne ofthe 
pere bekoze into ſtrong holdes as their kynge Jugurth 
had commaũded them and mozeouer at that ou — 

elde

feldes on euery ſyde were dꝛye and bare without cozne: 


and no maruell. Foz it was about the extremite 02 later 
ende of ſomer . Not withſtandyng all tt 8 
and charpnelſes Martus made pꝛouiſion ynough as 
the mater required . Firſt he commyttedall the beſtes 
whiche he had taken in pꝛay in fozetyme vnto the hozſes 
men, whiche of their owne wyl folowed hym to war: oz 
were ſende to hym foz helpe by frendes of thempire. 
Marius commaunded the to take charge to dzine fozth 
theſe beaſtes , Than ſent he Aulus Manlius emballa- 
dour of the hooſt to a towne named Laris , and all the 
cohoztes ofhis ſouldyours with hym which were fote- 
men and lyght harnyſed foz to kepe the treaſour of the 
ſouldyours wages and vitaples: whiche he had leftem 
the ſame towne. Marius kept his counſel of this inter⸗ 
pꝛiſe ſo ſecrete that none of all his company hye noz low 
knewe ofhis purpoſe noz what he intended. But whan 
Manlius and his company ſhuld depart toward Laris 
Marius difſimuled wyth them ſayenge that he woulde 
tray abꝛode in Numidyetn-roupnge and afterwarde 
within few dayes: he and his company wold tome alſo 
to the ſame towne of Laris, laded with pꝛapes of his 
enemies. This done he departed towarde a flod named 


Cana :no creature liuely knowyng of his purpoſe. And 


euery day he diſtribued in his iournayes amonge his 
hoot, xlii.heed of oren foꝛ vitayle, which he commaun⸗ 
ded to be deuided by euyn poꝛcion amonge them by hun 
ders and halfe hunders together: deuidynge vitapls to 
euery company after their nombze , And in the meane 
ſeaſon he charged bottels andbowges tothe hydes of 
the lame beafte and of other ledder in gerate nombꝛe. a

At concluſion the ſyrte date after whan they were 
come to the ſaide floud of Thana,thither was bzought 


a myghtye multitude of bottels and bowges madeof 


leather. There pitched they theyꝛ tentes with|eaſye la⸗ 
bout and ſmal defence, Than retreſhed they them ſelfe 
with meate and d2inke,and eaſed them a certeine ſpace, 


This done, Marius comaunded them that every man 


hulde be ready to pꝛotede fozward euen with the ſtine 
goynge downe , and that euerye man chulde onely lade 


hHym ſelfe and his beaſtes with water in the ſayd bow- 


ges and bottels,leauing al other cariage, burthens and 
baggage there behynde them in their tentes vnder the 
cuſtody of other ſouldiours therto aſſigned. After thys 
whan he ſaw his tyme, he departed fozth from his ten- 


he day after folowyng he reſtedin a 
place. In the ſame wyle behaued he 


ſecrete and couer! 


muche befoze the day lyghte , he entred into a faire and 
large fielde full of (mall hylles and downes , nomoze 

ce frome Capſa . And there he taried 
in the moſte pzuneſt maner abldyng 
But aſſone as the day light began toap 
Numidiens iſſued foꝛth of the towne:ſome 


with all his ho 


pear, many 


thinge fearinge noꝛ ſuſpecting of their enemies. Whan 
Marius ſawe that,anone with al haſt he ſent his hozle 
to the towne , and with them as many kotemen in 


lrght

he commaunded to ren with all haſt and boldely and 
valtantly to aſlayle the towne:and to beſy ege the gates. 
Than after he hymſelfe folowed ſpedely:but with good 
hede and aduiſement: not [ufferynge his ſouldyours! 

the aſſaut noz in the way thyderwarde to fal to robbing 
no: pꝛaies by ſpoyling ot their enemies, Whan thinhabi 
tantes of the towne k-ewe herok:their caſe was vnſure, 
their feare greate and hozrible : foz the ſodeyne chaunce 


of them was nothynge ſuſpected befoze, noz pzouyded, 


Many of the cetezins whiche were without the towne 
and were taken and in power and captuute of the Ko⸗ 
mains their ennemies ſent vnto them within the towne 
delpꝛing them foz ſauegard of their liues to yelde them 
ſelfe # the cite to Marius. So was it done at cõcluſion. 
Hobobeit this not withſtanding Marius bꝛent the cite, 
Al the Aumidiens inhabytantes therof which were of 
full age and able to bere wepen were flaine: and the 
remanent as women, childzen,* aged men were taken 
pꝛiſoners and ſolde foꝛ their raunſome , The pzay and 


richeſſe was deuided among the ſouldyours. This dede 


againſte the lawe of armes was not thus done byMa- 
rius:bp couetyſe noꝛ any other trueltie of hym: but by⸗ 
cauſe the towne # place was pꝛotitable, and neteſſarye 
to Jugurth and to the Romains harde to come to. And 
the maner ofthe people pzoued mouable and vnlauful 
euer ok nature beloꝛe: and neyhter refrained from their

counted moze famous and excellent. Cuery noble dede: 
was reputed to be done by ſtreugth and wiſdom of Ma 
rius: and aſcribed to his ſtrength.and polycie. Ind that 
ſuche thynges as were done by good counſell and pꝛo⸗ 
foztune oꝛ chance: 
and by neglygence of ennemies . The ſouldiours were 
ſo manerly treated without crueltie oz fierſneſſe of their 
captayne,and alſo made riche and abudant in treaſour 
andiewels : that they exalted and pꝛayſed his name to 


the heuen. And loued hym as themlelf. But in contrary 
wyſe the 


idyens feared hym moꝛe than any man 
lpupng.Shoztly to ſpeke: both the frendes of thempire 
and ennemies alſo thought pin eyther Marius 
had a godly minde and was a god himſelfe :0z els that 
he was pꝛiue with the goddes: and dyd al his dedes and 

beſpneſſe by their aduyle, counſell, and pꝛouiſion:which 


this chaunce had foꝛtuned ſo well at Capla:anene Ma 
rius dzue him to other townes. and toke as many as he 
beſyeged. In ſome towne the Numidyens reſyſted him 
to their power: hut it coude not auayle. In many ather 
townes the dwellers gaue thẽ ouer xlefte them veyde 
and ran away fering ſo to be treated and delt withal as 
theyof Capſa were:bycauſe their townes were lyke be⸗ 
houabte to Jugurth, and hurtefull to Marius. han 
Marius came to any ſuch towne:deſtitute and voide of 
grounde

fnothe , The aged menne, women and chyldzen tooke 
them to woodes and taues to hyde theim leite. The 
pong men # luſty which were taken, were ſlaine dovone 
ryghte . Thus was euerye place fylled with wepynge 
and waylinge,bzenninge and laughter : one myngled 
with another. Finally atter ih at Marius had wonne in 
to his handes many townes and caſtels, and ſome with 
out relyſtence oz bloud ſhedinge of his menne, he wente 
in hande wyth an other mayſtrie and bifficultye not ſo 
charpe noꝛ harde to come to as was Capſa, but to be 
wonne oz beſieged it was not leſſe harde noz ok leſſe 
difficultie. 
C Not far from the flod of Mulucha which water de⸗ 
uideth the kyngdome of Jugurth,from the kingedome 
of Bocchus) was a great rocke oz mountaine of tonne 
in the middes of a playne,open pnough to be ſene haue 
png therupon builded a meane caſtle of quãtitie, but of 


a meruelouſe altitude, and only one ſtrayte paſſage and 


- narowe lefte to come thereto, But on euery other ſyde, 
the rocke of naturall growyng was downe ryghte lyke 
a walle,as it it had ben made foz the nonce wyth mans 
handes. Marius purpoſed with all his myghte to take 

this caſtle: # namely becauſe the treaſures of Jugurth 


wer within the ſame. But this his purpoſe at laſt came 


to effecte,rather by chaunce of foztune, than by pꝛouiſi⸗ 


on 02 counſcil.

on both ſydes # to make them moꝛe narowe toꝛ ſtrapte 
neſſe of the paſlage. And in ſuche maner they pꝛoteded 
foꝛward vnder the ſame in great parill and with much 


- difficultte;and at concluſion al in vayne. Foꝛ whan they 


were come nere to the walles #woldehaueſet vp and 
adioyned the ſame pauales to the walles to haue vnder 
mined vnder them: all their labour was fruſtrate , Foz 


what with tones and what with fire the defenders of 


the caſtel bzake and bꝛente them agayne downe to the 


grounde. Thus coulde not the ſouldyours which vnder 


mined the walles contynue together at their wozke and

bide the chaunte of foztune which at many times betoze 


he had found fauoꝛable x friendly to hym, While Ma⸗ 


rius chafed & bꝛẽning in deſire reuolued ſuch things in 
his mynd both day and night: it happened by chance of 
foztune that a certeine Lumbarde a ſpmple ſouldioure. 
one of the compame which-was laſte ſente from Rome 
to Rumidp to lupply the army,ſtraied abꝛode from his 
companie a lytle way, which Lumbard as he wandzed 
found among the ſtones many ſmall ſnailes creping on 
the ground, not farre from that ſide of the caſtle whiche 
was ouer againſte the ſide that the Romaines beſieged 
and aſſailed , Bycauſe this Lũbard in his contrey was 
acoſtumed lyke other of his contrey menne to eate ſuch 
ſnailes pzepared after their maner: toze he gathe⸗ 
red firſt one and than an other, and after that many:al⸗ 
cending vp by lytle and lytle, ſomtime creping, ſomtime 
clyming,fo2 no other intent and purpoſe laue together 
ſuche ſnailes:and ſo farre he pꝛoceded by lytle and litle 
tyl at lat he came almoſte to the top of the mountayne. 
But whan he ſawe all that ſyde of the caſtle deſolate; + 
no perſon ſteryng,anone he beganne to haue a pleaſure 
and deſire in his mynde to woꝛke ſome maſtrie, as the 
pꝛopertie and condicion is of euery manne couetinge to 
wynne a name, laude and riches, and to be ſpoken of. 


By chaunce of foztune in the ſame place where the Lü⸗ 


barde ſtode in this aduiſemente among the ſtones grue 
a greate and olde oke tree hauinge the middes a lytle 
bowing dovne toward the grounde, and the remenant 
FIT | C. iii.

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trokyng vptoarde againe with myghty armes & bꝛanu 
ches aſcendyng to the hieſt of the walles with the toppe 
erect and lyfted vp as euery herbe and tre of nature 1s 
wont to growe vpwarde at the top. This lumbard wel 
aduiſed the ſame and aduentured to clime vpwarde tas 
kyng his holde ſomtyme by the bzanches and bowes of 
this oke:and ſomtime takyng holde and leanyng by the 
ſtones which appered foꝛth in the wal , tyl at the laſt he 
attayned vato the very top of the wall. And whan he 
ſawe no man ſtyꝛing on that part there ſtode he ſtyl eſs 
pyed of no man and noted  conſydzed wel at his plea- 
ſure al the inwarde part of the caſtel the playne with⸗ 
in the walles about the towꝛe. This lumbarde hadde ſo 


muche the moꝛe leaſour to take ſo long adutſement vneſ 


pyed foz al the Numidtens defenders of the taſtel were 
on the other ſyde attendyng # gyueng hede to the allaut 
and defendyng themſelte and the caſtel agaynſt the Ro 
mayns , Whan the lumbard had eſpyed and conſydzed 


| bis of thinge whiche he thought might be auantage to 


after purpoſe:than he deſceded agayne downeward 
by the ſame way which he aſceded:but not without hede 
no2 with ſo lytel aduiſement as he aſcended vpwarde: 
but pꝛouyng euery way, and lokyng about yfit were pol 
ſible to bzynge into the caſtel any company of men by 
that ſyde oꝛ not. This wel colydzed:affone as he deſcen« 
ded : anonehe went to Marius and infozmed hym of 
euery thinge as he had done erhoztyng and requiring 
hym to put in pꝛofe whether the caſtel might be won on 
that ſyde wher he had ben. Fartherhmoze he pꝛomiſed 
himſelfe to be gyde vnto ſuche as wolde vndertake that 
interp2ile ſayeng that in the matter was no danger. 
Martus heryng theſe wozdes of the lũbard, ſend _ 


of Jugurty 
wpth him eertayne ot his men of the which were there 


gayne : ſome bzought hym woꝛde that the mater was 
_ eaſy to do:and ſame other ſayde that it was very harde 
and perylous. The ſentence of euery man was after as 
their mindes gaue them. The cowards thought it hard 
but ſuch as were ofbolde hertes & deſyzous of wozthip 
thought it eaſy and without much peryl. Neuertheleſle 
the minde of Marius was ſomwhat exalted tocomfozt, 
and good hope:and therfoze of al the company of trum- 
pettes,and of other ſuche mynſtrels as be wont to be in 


batayle to giue courage and ſignes to the fighters , he 


choſe fozthe fyue whiche were mooſte ſwpfte and moſte 
lyghte : and foure hundzed menne he aſſigned to aſſyſte 
and defende the ſayd trumpettes. And al them he com 
maunded to obey to the lumbard and ta be ruled and oz 
dnꝛed by him in euery thynge, The dap next fol 

was alligned to them to pꝛocede fozth in their beſyneſſe 


Whan the tyme alligned and pꝛefexed by Marius was 


tome the lumbarde with his company had made redy 
and oꝛdꝛed euery thyng:and ſo went to the place where 
he had ben befoꝛe. But whan they wer come thyder:the

And that he 
truſted wel ynough fo the ſtrength and courage ofhys | 
men:t finally he gaue Uolur this anſwere, Jt J knew 
without dout that our ſure diſtru⸗tion wer inſtant:and 
that I and mine chulde be ſlaine in the felde,yet wolde 
I not fle foꝛ aup dꝛede:but rather abide & dye mankully 


than cowardely to flee and chame my people of whem 


J haue charge in ſparynge our lyues, whiche be ſo in⸗ 
certaine and vnſure:and para uenture choꝛtly after this 
chal finiche with ſome ſickenes oz diſeaſe, Js it not bet⸗ 
ter dye in a noble quarel manly, than to liue in ame 
cowardly:Wha Sylla had thus anſwered:than Uolur 
counſelled him to depart from that place and to remoue | 
fozward by night, Therto Sylla conſented:and anone 


. commaunded his ſouldiours torefreſhe them in their 


tentes with ſuch vitels as they had, and to make plenty | 
of fiers ouer al the plate to the intent that it their enne | 
mies were nere:in beholding the fiers they chuld thinke | 
that they wold not remoue thens that night. But in the 
firſt hour of the night Splla commaunded al his ſoul⸗ 
dyours to leaue their fiers bꝛenning # ſo to departe foꝛ 
warde in their tournay wyth ſilence: ſo they dyd, And 
went al the night long:and euyn with the ſonne ryſinge 
they al being weryed: Sylla pytched his tentes againe. 
With that certaine hoꝛſemen of the Mauriens bzought | 
woꝛde that Jugurth had take place to his tentes : and 
reſted about the diſtance of.t5.myle befaze them. Whan | 
theſe tidynges were harde among the Romapns:a mer 
uelous and great feare entred the myndes of them all, 
Foz they thought themlelfe betrayed of Uolur, 
Gg.ii.

by runninge awaye: Ind that in ſuche a ieopardy a nos 
ble ſouldiour ought not to turne awap his bodie frome 
his enemy though he were naked and vnarmed. 
Chi Solla had erhozted his men with ſuch wozds, 
he called vnto hym Uolur:and called into wytnes Ju⸗ 
piter and all his ydols to recoꝛde the falſehod and trea 
fon of Bocchus, father of Uolux, which had ſo betraied 
vll oſed that Yolur 
bad bzought hym by treaſon into the hãdes of Jugurth 
by counſell and comaundement of his father Borchus 
he comaunded Uolux anone to depaxte from hys come 
pany and ſighte.Molux pyteouſely wepynge, beſoughte 
Sylla not to beleue ſuche thynges in hym: a ſayde that 
nothynge done of

Whiche imbaſſadour was cal 
led thider to thintent that their comen beſineſſes miggt 
be done moze at libertie and with leſſe ſuſpection of Ju⸗ 
gurth : foz by other meanes they conlde not reſyſte noꝛ 
make pzouiſton againſte his giles. Such wozdes ſende 
Bocchus to Silla:by his truſty ſecuant Dabar , But 
not withikanding al theſe fayze pꝛomiſſes of Bocchns it 
was vnderſtande that he pzolonged the Romains and 
the Nunidtans in hope of peace, rather foz falfhod and 
treaſon after the credence ofaffricans:than foꝛ pꝛofet to 
the Romains oz frouth of ſuche ous as he pꝛomiſed 
to Silla. And often times he caſt in his minde # douted 
whether he might betray Jugurth to the Romains:oꝛ 
els Sula to Jugurthe : the plealure and deſire of his 
mynd aduiſed, moued ; and counſelled him againſte the 
Remains:but the dꝛede which he had of puniſhment in 
time to come: moued him with the Komains. But to

our purpoſe: Sylla anſwered to Dabar the meſſanger 
of Bocchus that he wolde come thyder, and firſte ſpeke 
a litel of the peace and of ſuch other thinges in pzeſence 
of Aſper the imbaſſadour of Jugurth : but concerninge 
the remenant of the beſineſſe:he wolde differ that to com 
men lecretly with Bocchus, few oz none called to cotiſel 
And alſo he taughte Dabar what wozdes Bocchus
